interest  to  alert  management.  Since 
the  first  to  use  a  new  management  de¬ 
vice  obviously  has  a  distinct  competitive 
advantage,  it  is  always  important  to 
look  for,  and  to  adopt,  any  new  aid  that 
lends  itself  to  the  needs  of  the  business 
operation. 

.Such  a  new  technique  has  recently 
appeared  in  the  field  of  management 
and  it  has  attracted  industry-wide  in¬ 
terest  and  attention.  Whether  it  has 
gained  supporters,  as  yet,  in  the  graph¬ 
ic  arts  industry  is  difficult  to  deter¬ 
mine,  but  on  the  surface  it  appears  to 
have  been  adopted  by  only  a  handful 
of  plants.  For  this  reason,  it  is  impor¬ 
tant  to  call  it  to  the  attention  of  the 
graphic  arts  industry  at  this  time. 

New,  Significant  Meaning 

This  new  management  device  is  cur¬ 
rently  called  Long-Range  Planning. 
Its  title  may  not  sound  new,  but  its 
special  meaning  as  used  in  industry 
today  is  new,  and  its  implications  are 
extremely  significant.  Advance  plan¬ 
ning  is  usually  thought  of  as  planning 
six  months  or  even  twelve  months 
ahead.  This  is  actually  short-range 
planning.  Long-Range  Planning,  in 
the  new  sense,  is  considered  sound  only 
on  the  basis  of  a  projection  of  a  span 
of  several  years.  There  is  general  agree¬ 
ment  that  a  minimum  of  five  years  must 
be  considered. 

The  first  reactions  to  this  new  man¬ 
agement  tool  will  certainly  be  many 
and  varied.  There  are  the  presidents 
who  carry  their  long-range  plans  in 
their  heads.  They  have  done  a  remark¬ 
able  job  up  to  date.  This  is  fine  as  long 
as  the  competitive  president  does  the 
same  thing.  But,  wait  until  the  rival 
company  does  otherwise!  Others  may- 
well  say  that  they  have  all  they  can  do 
to  keep  up  with  short-range  planning 
and  the  day-to-day  pressures  without 
taking  on  additional  assignments.  This 
is  understandable,  but  competition  will 


require  the  effort,  and  there  are  ways 
to  handle  the  additional  load,  as  will 
be  explained  later.  Still  ethers  may 
say  that  with  the  fluctuations  in  the 
economy  it  is  impossible  to  plan  this 
far  ahead.  Yet,  Long-Range  Planning 
enables  a  company  to  be  in  a  better 
position  to  withstand  temporary  fluc¬ 
tuations. 

Despite  some  initial  opposition,  as¬ 
suming  a  company  would  like  to  take 
on  such  a  program  of  Long-Range 
Planning,  how  should  it  begin?  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  head  of  the  com¬ 
pany  must  be  sold  on  the  project  ini¬ 
tially,  and  the  program,  through  all 
its  ups  and  downs,  must  have  his 
ardent  support.  He  will  not  personallv 
develop  the  plan,  but  eventually  he  will 
have  to  give  his  approval  and  give  it 
strong  endorsement.  In  addition  to  the 
president,  other  members  of  top  man¬ 
agement  must  be  sold  on  the  idea,  for 
they  have  to  develop  the  plan,  sell  it 
to  the  president,  and,  in  addition,  they 
will  have  to  make  it  work.  So  it  is 
necessary  to  begin  Long-Range  Plan¬ 
ning  in  a  climate  of  understanding  and 
approval  by  the  management  with  the 
conviction  that  Long-Range  Planning 
is  essential. 

Who  Will  Do  It? 

If  it  is  so  essential,  who  is  going  to 
do  it?  Certainly  no  one  man.  This  is 
very  important.  Unlike  conventional 
planning  that  may  be  done  by  the  head 
of  a  company  and  ordered  into  opera¬ 
tion,  Long-Range  Planning  is  a  joint 
effort  and  therein  lies  one  of  its  great 
merits.  It  is  a  group  effort  of  the  op¬ 
erating  heads  of  the  business.  It  re¬ 
quires  the  participation  of  the  top  ex¬ 
ecutives  who  represent  the  various 
functions  of  the  business.  But  this  is 
not  to  say  that  there  is  no  single  per¬ 
son  responsible  for  developing  the  plan ; 
actually,  one  person  has  to  serve  as 
coordinator.  Continued  on  page  10 
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Should  this  individual  be  given  this 
assignment  as  a  full-time  job?  That 
depends  on  internal  conditions  in  the 
organization,  and  how  quickly  results 
are  desired.  Some  plants  cannot  afford 
to  assign  a  full-time  man  to  this  work; 
but  where  it  is  possible,  it  is  worth  it, 
and  the  results  of  LRP  are  obviously 
more  quickly  achieved.  In  any  event, 
the  coordinator  must  be  of  the  top 
level  in  ability  and  position. 

Decide  on  Kind  of  Business 

At  the  outset,  planning  ought  to  be¬ 
gin  with  an  exploration  of  the  service 
and/or  products  that  would  be  most 
profitable  to  produce  in  the  future. 
This  may  eventually  involve  a  complete 
change  in  the  character  of  a  business. 
The  first  question  to  decide  is  whether 
a  general  printer  ought  to  specialize: 
Should  a  job  shop  become  a  forms 
printer;  should  the  forms  printer  at¬ 
tempt  to  get  into  other  specialities; 
should  a  letterpress  plant  consider 
lithography  or  gravure;  should  period¬ 
ical  printers  consider  entering  the  book 
manufacturing  field?  These  are  ty¬ 
pical  of  the  initial  questions  to  be  ex¬ 
plored.  The  answers  are  often  found 
in  such  functions  of  management  as 
marketing  and  sales  but  the  type  of 
business  is  the  first  goal  to  set. 

How  Large  An  Operation 

Once  the  type  of  business  is  de¬ 
termined,  other  areas  of  exploration 
and  planning  will  become  apparent. 
How  large  an  operation  is  desirable? 
This  will  depend,  for  one  thing,  on 
financial  progress.  If  it  is  determined 
to  move  into  a  new  field  of  printing, 
can  the  company  withstand  the  compe¬ 
tition  of  those  already  in  the  field? 
Finances  are  not  the  only  limiting  fac¬ 
tor,  but  certainly  a  fundamental  one  to 
consider. 


Market  Research 

Markets  are  certainly  significant.  If 
a  printer  is  doing  general  printing  only 
in  a  local  area,  then  his  future  sales 
depend  on  the  growth  of  his  city  and 
the  growth  of  industry  in  his  town.  If 
the  growth  of  his  city  and  the  indus¬ 
tries  in  it  will  be  at  the  rate  that  ap¬ 
pears  to  coincide  with  the  desired 
growth  of  the  printing  plant,  then  we 
have  a  perfect  market  for  the  future. 
But  if  the  LRP  for  sales  is  to  grow 
faster  than  the  city,  where  is  the  addi- 
additional  business  going  to  come 
from?  It  can  come  only  from  taking 
it  away  from  competitors  or  expanding 
into  a  larger  market  —  into  the  local 
county  or  into  the  state,  for  example. 
But  how  much  additional  work  can  be 
obtained  there?  It  is  necessary  to  find 
out  by  doing  market  research.  There 
is  no  other  way  to  set  up  realistic  goals. 

Personnel  and  Other  Factors 

Personnel  certainly  is  a  key  factor 
in  planning.  Plans  must  be  made  to 
take  on  additional  personnel  to  achieve 
the  expanded  goals.  The  number  of 
needed  people  must  be  determined  and 
a  training  program  developed  that  will 
coincide  in  timing  with  the  timing  of 
the  program.  Most  important,  can  the 
executive  team  be  expanded  rapidly 
enough  to  meet  the  expected  demand? 
This  matter  must  be  carefully  deter¬ 
mined,  and  the  program  must  be  slowed 
down,  if  necessary,  to  meet  the  existing 
conditions  just  as  much  as  if  the  fi¬ 
nances  were  not  adequate  to  meet  the 
desired  goals. 

There  are  other  phases  of  Long- 
Range  Planning  that  must  be  consid¬ 
ered.  Plant  expansion  must  be  studied. 
Equipment  purchases  must  be  planned. 
What  process  fits  the  product?  What 
type  of  equipment,  single-color,  multi¬ 
color,  flat-bed,  rotary  or  specially  built 
equipment  will  be  needed?  Obviously.

the  sales  program  must  be  examined. 
The  present  sales  force  will  not  be  able 
to  handle  the  additional  business  re- 
<|uired.  Should  the  new  salesmen  be 
trained  to  sell  all  the  products  of  the 
company,  or  should  the  new  salesmen 
handle  the  new  specialties  only,  cover¬ 
ing  and  possibly  duplicating  the  terri¬ 
tories  of  other  men? 

U.  S.  Government  Is  Source 
for  Much  Information 

What  other  phases  of  the  operation 
should  be  examined?  Some  economic 
and  statistical  material  is  needed  for 
background  in  Long-Range  Planning. 
Much  of  this  infornuition  is  available 
from  U.  S.  Government  sources.  For 
example,  some  knowledge  of  the  Gross 
National  Product  is  essential.  This  is 
a  figure  which  represents  the  total 
amount  of  goods  and  services  sold  in 
the  United  States.  This  figure  has  been 
increasing  at  the  rate  of  3%  annually 
over  the  past  fifty  years  and  35^%  over 
the  last  ten  years.  This  GNP  figure  is 
especially  interesting  to  the  printing 
industry  since,  according  to  a  recent 
study  made  by  Printing  and  Publish¬ 
ing,  Forest  Products  Division,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Commerce,  the  growth 
in  the  commercial  printing  industry  ex¬ 
actly  parallels  the  growth  in  the  Gross 
National  Product.  The  industry  has 
therefore  a  most  useful  benchmark  for 
future  planning. 

It  becomes  quite  clear  that  a  simple 
normal  growth  in  the  next  five  years 
would  be  from  15  to  1754  percent  with 
no  extra  sales  effort.  Against  this  must 
be  considered  the  factor  of  inflation.  If 
1947-49  dollars  are  considered  at  100 
cents,  then  1956  dollars  are  considered 
at  85  cents.  Other  government  statistics 
that  can  be  useful  are  sales  by  products 
and  by  process,  on  a  national  basis,  on 
a  state  basis,  and  on  a  county  basis. 
These  figures,  properly  used,  can  show 
trends  in  the  country  as  well  as  in  a 


specific  area.  In  addition,  it  is  well 
to  check  the  industries  of  customers. 
Their  increase  in  volume  will  be  some¬ 
what  in  line  with  the  growth  of  their 
industry.  In  other  words,  make  sure 
your  customers  are  in  industries  that 
are  growing,  not  declining.  If  cus¬ 
tomers  are  limited,  this  study  would 
a{>pear  to  be  essential.  The  U.  S.  Gov¬ 
ernment  has  the  figures.  It  is  a  source 
of  information  that  can  be  most  valu¬ 
able  in  Long-Range  Planning. 

These,  then,  are  some  of  the  factors 
involved  in  Long-Range  Planning.  If. 
at  first,  they  seem  generalities,  it  is  the 
only  way  the  subject  can  be  approach¬ 
ed.  If,  at  first,  they  appear  visionary,  it 
is  because  Long-Range  Planning  is  a 
new  development  in  management  that 
is  only  beginning  to  be  appreciated. 
But  make  no  mistake  about  it.  It  is 
here.  And  it  is  here  to  stay.  The  first 
to  use  it  will  benefit  immeasurably. 
The  time  to  begin  is  now.  The  future 
of  your  business  depends  on  it.

IT  is  both  an  honor  and  a  pleasure  to  enjoy  the  privilege 
of  acting  as  counsellor  for  the  defense  in  the  battle 
of  the  graphic  arts  processes  that  has  been  raging  for 
some  time.  Ever  since  offset-lithography  and  gravure 
gained  suflBcient  strength  to  stand  on  their  own  feet,  the 
tide  of  battle  has  shifted  back  and  forth.  Incidentally,  both 
owe  their  existence  and  development  to  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  photoengraving  processes. 

Prior  to  the  advent  of  photoengraving,  illustrations  in 
printing  were  the  products  of  individual  manual  skills. 
Wood  engravings  were  generally  employed  to  decorate  and 
illuminate  the  printed  text.  The  quality  of  the  woodcut  or 
lithograph  depended  entirely  upon  the  perception  and 
skill  of  the  engraver.

could  produce  exactly  the  same  result 
from  the  same  subject. 

Then  came  photoengraving.  In  the 
beginning,  its  appeal  rested  upon  the 
saving  of  time  and  money.  Publishers 
and  printers  saw  an  opportunity  to  in¬ 
crease  their  markets  by  the  use  of  this 
new  medium  and  took  advantage  of  it. 
Furthermore,  the  photographic  fidelity 
of  the  reproduction,  hitherto  unobtain¬ 
able,  was  an  important  and  decisive 
factor. 

Upon  investigation,  it  will  be  found 
that  printing  in  all  of  its  ramifications, 
including  letterpress  and  lithography. 


if  it  moved  at  all,  moved  mostly  side¬ 
ways  for  many  years.  There  was  no 
advance  in  letterpress  printing  from 
the  time  Gutenberg  cast  his  first  batch 
of  type  until  the  beginning  of  the  19th 
century,  when  the  first  “steam  printing 
press”  made  its  appearance. 

That’s  when  letterpress  printing  got 
its  first  shot  in  the  arm  and  got  off  its 
back  for  the  first  time  in  350  years. 
As  for  lithography,  it  remained  the 
same  in  theory  and  practice  from  the 
day  Senefelder  brought  it  to  life  until 
the  offset  principle  and  press  came  on 
the  scene  100  years  later. 

For  the  record,  let  it  be  known  that 
the  lithographers  themselves  viewed 
the  situation  with  apprehension  and 
alarm  about  the  time  the  offset  prin¬ 
ciple  and  rotary  press  made  their  ap¬ 
pearance.  Lithographers,  like  wood  en¬ 
gravers,  depended  upon  the  manual 
skills  of  individuals.  Fixing  their  im¬ 
ages  on  heavy  stones  printing  on  flat¬ 
bed  presses  was  too  slow  and  not  at  all 
in  step  with  the  new  tempo  of  the  era. 

The  offset  principle  of  printing; 
namely,  the  transfer  of  ink  from  the 
printing  surface  to  a  rubber  blanket, 
and  from  that  to  paper,  held  forth  both 
hope  and  promise,  but  the  use  of  the 
rotary  press  to  obtain  speed  in  print¬ 
ing  demanded  a  thin  metal  sheet  to 
carry  the  printing  image. 

To  make  this  possible,  the  image  was 
first  put  on  stone,  an  impression  was 
taken  therefrom  and  transferred  to  met¬ 
al.  This  was  a  long  trip  around  Robin 
Hood’s  barn,  as  it  transferred  the  image 
from  the  stone  to  paper,  from  paper  to 
metal,  from  metal  to  rubber,  and  from 
rubber  to  paper.  While  speed  was 
gained  in  printing,  quality  deteriorated 
because  of  the  number  of  transfers 
from  the  original  copy  to  the  printed 
sheet.  Offset  in  its  early  days  was  still 
a  manual  process,  the  results  depend¬ 
ing  upon  the  skill  of  the  craftsmen. 

Photoengraving  in  the  meantime  had 
displaced  wood  engraving  and  practi-

cally  all  handcraft  methods  of  illustra¬ 
tions  in  print,  and  the  halftone  screen 
enabled  the  photoengraver  to,  first  of 
all,  obtain  an  exact  photographic  re¬ 
production  of  the  original,  whatever 
its  nature;  and  secondly,  to  produce  a 
metal  relief  plate  ready  for  printing  in 
less  time  than  by  any  other  method, 
regardless  of  the  character  or  the 
amount  of  detail  it  involved. 

The  size  and  character  of  an  image 
resulting  from  purely  manual  efforts 
determine  its  cost  and  price  according 
to  the  time  consumed  in  its  making 
and  the  skill  of  the  craftsman  produc¬ 
ing  it;  whereas  in  photochemical  and 
mechanical  processes,  such  as  photo¬ 
engraving,  this  plays  no  part. 

As  a  result,  a  halftone  reproduction 
of  the  Mona  Lisa  requires  no  more 
time  and  costs  than  a  halftone  of  Joe 
Doakes’s  cowbarn.  In  that  respect, 
photoengraving  is  the  great  leveler  in 
the  graphic  arts. 

Lithographers  saw  the  many  advan¬ 
tages  of  the  photoengraving  processes 
and  adapted  them  to  their  use,  making 
such  changes  as  were  necessary  to  fit 
into  their  equipment  and  practices. 
Without  the  halftone  screen  and  basic 
photoengraving  principles,  offset-lithog¬ 
raphy  would  not  have  reached  its 
present  status. 

Lithographers  deserve  full  credit  for 
bringing  their  processes  of  platemak¬ 
ing  and  printing  to  their  present  levels, 
and  especially  for  their  acumen  and 
foresight  in  engaging  in  a  completely 
integrated  and  well-supported  research 
and  development  program,  which,  com¬ 
bined,  have  made  offset-lithography 
what  it  is  today. 

Their  success  has  been  very  en¬ 
couraging,  and  their  public  relations 
and  publicity,  some  of  it  perhaps  a 
little  flamboyant,  have  served  to  convey 
the  impression  that  offset-lithography 
is  not  only  the  modern  printing  meth¬ 
od,  but  also  the  only  one. 

A  great  many  photoengravers  and 


letterpress  printers  have  cried  in  their 
beer  over  the  business  they  have  lost 
to  rival  processes,  such  as  offset  and 
gravure,  and  have  done  little  else. 

I  have  been  asked  to  write  this  ar¬ 
ticle  to  present  the  case  for  photoen¬ 
graving,  not  as  an  effort  to  release  prop¬ 
aganda,  but  to  state  the  facts  as  they 
appear  to  me.  To  present  the  picture 
in  its  true  perspective,  it  is  necessary 
at  the  outset  to  emphasize  the  fact  that 
photoengraving  is  not  a  complete  entity- 
in  itself,  but  is  one  of  the  supplies  and 
a  component  part  of  letterpress  print¬ 
ing.  This  trite  and  simple  fact  is  gen¬ 
erally  overlooked. 

The  Basis  of  Competition 
Between  Letterpress  and  Offset 

The  competition  between  letterpress 
printing  and  offset-lithography  is  not 
based  entirely  upon  individual  com¬ 
ponent  parts,  but  upon  the  end-product 
—  printing.  The  cost  of  printing  does 
not  depend  altogether  upon  the  cost  of 
single  items  used  in  its  production,  but 
rather  upon  the  total  cost  of  the  finished 
job.  Therefore,  the  difference  in  cost 
of  various  supplies  may  not  determine 
the  issue,  because  these  may  not  only 
be  absorbed,  but  entirely  overcome  by 
the  speed  of  the  printing  press. 

In  the  commercial  or  job  printing 
held,  offset  has  an  advantage  over  let¬ 
terpress,  since  the  former  can  only  use 
the  rotary  press,  whereas  the  latter  has. 
in  the  main,  retained  the  reciprocating 
flat-bed  cylinder  press.  This  handicaps 
the  letterpress-printer  and  leaves  the 
photoengraver  as  the  whipping  boy  anti 
open  to  the  charge  that  photoengrav¬ 
ings  cost  too  much. 

It  is  a  fact  in  some  instances,  that 
if  the  cost  of  photoengravings  were  ex¬ 
actly  the  same,  or  even  less  than  the 
cost  of  offset  plates,  the  letterpress- 
printer,  because  of  the  relative  speed 
of  printing,  would  still  be  at  a  com¬ 
petitive  disadvantage.

graving  can  hold  its  own  and  more.  If 
the  letterpress  industry,  beginning  with 
the  press  builders  and  including  all 
component  branches  in  the  production 
of  the  end-product,  put  their  minds 
and  energies  to  work,  the  competitive 
factor  can  be  greatly  reduced  and 
brought  to  a  common  level. 

Rebirth  by  Research 

There  are  some,  and  the  writer  is  in 
that  category,  who  believe  that  an  in¬ 
tegrated  research  and  development 
program  supported  by  the  entire  let¬ 
terpress  industry  can  do  as  much  to 
improve  its  position  as  the  Lithogra¬ 
phers  Technical  Foundation  has  done 
for  offset-lithography.  Surely  no  one 
is  so  bold  as  to  hold  that  letterpress 
has  reached  a  dead  end  and  that  it  can 
only  go  in  one  direction — backward. 

The  American  Photoengravers  Asso¬ 
ciation  has  inaugurated  a  movement  to 
achieve  the  end  sought  by  so  many,  and 
if  this  is  properly  supported  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  letterpress  industry,  a  re¬ 
birth  of  letterpress  printing  will  take 
place. 

Advantages  to  Stress 

Letterpress  printing  has  many  ad¬ 
vantages  generally  ignored  by  its  com¬ 
petitors  and  not  stressed  by  its  practi¬ 
tioners.  From  the  standpoint  of  quality 
alone,  it  is  the  only  printing  method 
that  produces  a  clean,  sharp  impres¬ 
sion  from  type  and  plates  direct  to 
paper.  It  does  not  depend  upon  vari¬ 
able  and  partly  uncontrollable  chemi¬ 
cal  actions  and  reactions. 

It  is  the  most  flexible  printing  meth¬ 
od,  permitting  of  quick  changes  in 
plates  or  forms  at  any  time  from  the 
first  proof  to  the  end  of  the  run.  Im¬ 
position  and  makeup  are  mechanically 
accurate  and  do  not  depend  upon  the 
human  element,  since  all  printing  sur¬ 
faces,  types  and  plates  fall  into  perfect 
alignment  when  locked  in  the  form. 


Makeready 

Now  we  come  to  the  bugaboo — make- 
ready,  as  this  is  applied  in  letterpress 
printing.  This  is  the  leveling  of  all 
printing  surfaces  to  obtain  an  even 
impression  and  to  increase  or  decrease 
impression  as  needed.  This  problem 
has  been  solved  completely  in  rotary- 
press  edition  printing.  The  leading 
magazines  testify  to  that.  Running  at 
terrific  speeds,  printing  millions  of 
copies  every  day,  interruptions  would 
be  fatal.  Letterpress  is  supreme  in 
that  field,  as  it  is  in  the  newspaper 
field. 

Makeready  is  also  being  solved  in 
commercial  printing  where  cylinder 
presses  are  used.  Several  mechanical 
overlays  are  on  the  market  that  save 
time  and  produce  better  printing. 

What  is  to  prevent  the  use  of  rotary- 
presses  of  a  size  to  match  correspond¬ 
ing  offset  presses  in  the  production  of 
job  printing?  Such  presses  can  print 
from  thin  wrap-around  relief  plates  and 
do  anything  that  can  be  done  on  offset 
presses,  and  in  many  cases  do  it  bet¬ 
ter,  at  lower  cost,  and  even  faster. 

The  practicability  of  such  a  press 
and  plate  has  been  established,  and  a 
foreign  manufacturer  is  now  building 
a  prototype  for  further  experimenta¬ 
tion. 

Realization  and  Awakening 

Unfortunately,  photoengravers  and 
letterpress  printers,  perhaps  due  to 
their  modesty,  complacency  and  aver¬ 
sion  to  change  and  publicity,  have  al¬ 
lowed  the  impression  to  prevail  that 
they  are  contented  to  rest  on  their  oars. 
However,  there  is  a  realization  and 
awakening  in  high  places  that  carries 
the  promise  of  action.  At  a  recent  con¬ 
ference  of  letterpress  printers  held  in 
London,  one  of  the  leading  printers  of 
England,  Sir  James  Waterlow  said: 
“How  can  letterpress  strengthen  its  po¬ 
sition  and  compete  in  this  modern

world?  The  plain  answer  is  that  it 
cannot,  unless  there  is  a  radical  altera¬ 
tion  in  the  design  of  the  smaller  let¬ 
terpress  machines.” 

C.  M.  (Larry)  Flint,  a  highly  re¬ 
spected  authority  said:  “Production 
managers  and  technicians  have  nearly 
exhausted  the  possibilities  of  obtaining 
better  performance  from  the  old  estab¬ 
lished  methods,  and  depend  to  a  great 
extent  on  the  ability  and  craftsman¬ 
ship  of  individuals.  The  graphic  arts 
needs  research  results  more  than  any 
other  major  industry,  because  as  of 
this  moment  in  spite  of  the  progress 
which  is  being  made,  we  are  technol¬ 
ogically  far  behind  other  industries.  I 
cannot  help  but  wonder  whether  or  not 
we  are  utilizing  these  new  things  which 
are  being  made  available  to  us.  We  are 
notoriously  slow  to  adopt  new  methods. 

Photoengravers  are  somewhat  in  the 
position  of  the  farmer  who  was  ap¬ 
proached  to  buy  a  book  on  scientific 
farming.  The  salesman  told  him  the 
book  contained  much  information  that 
would  help  the  farmer  to  do  a  lot  bet¬ 
ter.  He  replied:  “No  use  me  buying 
that  book.  I  ain’t  used  even  ball  of 
what  I  already  know.” 

New  Ideas,  Methods,  Inventions 

Photoengravers  and  letterpress  print¬ 
ers  are  neither  dead  nor  dying.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  more  new  ideas,  methods 


and  major  inventions  have  come  up  in 
the  past  few  years  than  in  any  other 
branch  of  platemaking  and  printing. 
At  the  recent  Graphic  57  Exhibition 
in  Lausanne,  the  following  were  shown : 

Contact  screens  greatly  improved ; 
auto  screen  film;  type  proofs  for  re¬ 
production;  powderless  rapid  etch 
process  and  machinery  for  copper,  zinc 
and  magnesium;  presensitiz^  metal; 
synthetic  printing  plates  in  relief;  ac¬ 
curate  mounting  material  to  replace 
wood;  photographic  masking  methods; 
electronic  engraving  machines  —  four 
different  kinds  for  monotone  and  color 
plates;  electronic  cameras;  multicolor 
proof  presses;  etching  of  original  plates 
curved  to  perfectly  fit  rotary  press  cyl¬ 
inders;  etching  of  pre-curved  plates  to 
assure  register;  a  variety  of  quality 
controls  and  standardization ;  photo- 
composition  and  phototypesetting; 
short-run  three-color  method  of  repro¬ 
duction  ;  dry  relief  offset ;  R.O.P.  color, 
electronic  color  scanners,  etc. 

And  let  us  not  overlook  the  possibili¬ 
ties  of  phototypesetting  in  connection 
with  powderless  fast  etching  of  relief 
plates  and  its  potentials  in  the  book¬ 
publishing  field. 

We  may  view  letterpress  printing  as 
the  Brobdingnagian  giant,  hog-tied  and 
hobbled  by  Lilliputian  concepts,  preju¬ 
dices  and  archaic  ideas,  about  to  flex 
its  muscles  and  burst  its  bonds.

Employees  as  well  as  printing  quality  —  to  say  noth¬ 
ing  of  a  company’s  bank  balance  —  benefit  after  air 
conditioning  has  been  installed. 

Printing-plant  personnel  enjoy  year-round  climate  con¬ 
trol  because  air  conditioning  keeps  them  comfortable. 
They  work  better  and  faster  with  fewer  mistakes  in  ideal 
atmosphere  than  do  those  who  must  fight  not  only  the 
job  in  hand,  but  the  weather  as  well.  Also,  paper,  pro¬ 
tected  from  humidity  variations,  remains  in  better  and 
more  uniform  condition  for  printing  use,  cutting  down 
waste  and  improving  color  reproduction  dramatically. 

When  a  large  conditioning  system  was  installed  at  the 
Des  Moines  Register  and  Tribune,  a  few  unforseen  bene¬ 
fits  were  uncovered.  Newsroom  tempers  stayed  on  an  even 
keel  through  the  hottest  weather.

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such  as  hay  fever.  And  one  man  stated, 
“I’m  actually  anxious  to  get  to  work  in 
the  morning.” 

Printing  companies  throughout  the 
Western  Hemisphere  as  far  north  as 
Toronto,  Canada,  are  installing  air 
conditioning  to  obtain  similar  efficien¬ 
cies.  The  systems  range  from  self- 
contained  factory-assembled  units  to 
large  central  systems  which  cool  many 
newspaper  facilities. 

To  select  the  proper  air-conditioning 
system  for  a  printing  establishment, 
the  services  of  an  expert  are  needed, 
just  as  it’s  necessary  to  have  knowl¬ 
edge  of  presses  to  get  the  right  one 
for  your  needs. 

In  the  newsroom  or  business  office, 
for  example,  people  are  the  biggest 
heat-producing  factor.  So,  systems  are 
designed  to  compensate  for  this  as  well 
as  for  the  heat  given  off  by  modern 
lighting.  Teletype  machines  and  elec¬ 
tric  typewriters. 

In  printing  areas,  heat  is  generated 
by  presses,  by  linecasting  machines, 
and  plate-casting  equipment.  Compos¬ 
ing  rooms  present  a  dual  air-condition¬ 
ing  problem.  Not  only  must  the  area 
be  cooled,  but  process  fumes  should  be 
exhausted. 

High-speed  presses,  too,  need  special 
consideration.  When  revolving  at  speeds 
of  hundreds  of  revolutions  per  minute, 
they  sling  a  thin  vapor  of  ink  mist  and 
paper  dust  into  the  atmosphere,  which 
can  smudge  quality  printing  and  also 
hedeck  pressroom  walls.  To  help  con¬ 
quer  this  problem,  air-conditioning  sys¬ 
tems  filter  out  such  foreign  matter. 

“Paper  conditioning”  is  another 
major  reason  for  controlling  tempera¬ 
ture  and  humidity  in  a  printing  estab¬ 
lishment.  Sheets  are  easier  to  work 
with  and  more  pliable.  In  fact,  the  air- 
conditioning  industry  was  bom  when 
Dr.  Willis  H.  Carrier,  a  founder  of  the 
company  which  bears  his  name,  de¬ 
signed  the  first  scientific  system  for 
Sackett-Wilhelms  Lithographing  and 


Publishing  Company  in  Brooklyn,  New 
York,  in  1902. 

Paper  is  essentially  a  cellulose.  It 
readily  absorbs  or  gives  up  moisture, 
depending  upon  the  relative  humidity 
of  the  air  with  which  it  comes  in  con¬ 
tact. 

As  paper  absorbs  moisture,  the  fibers 
swell  and  sheets  or  rolls  actually  be¬ 
come  larger.  When  moisture  is  given 
up,  they  contract,  and  static  electricity 
in  the  press  operation  increases.  This 
may  result  in  offsetting. 

The  rate  at  which  ink  flows  will  vary 
with  changes  in  the  weather  in  non¬ 
air-conditioned  shops.  Unpredictable 
drying  can  cost  money  in  missed  de¬ 
livery  dates,  schedules,  loss  of  presstime 
and  employee  overtime.  It  also  means 
that  ink  formulas  do  not  remain  con¬ 
stant. 

Humidity  also  affects  the  manner  in 
which  paper  takes  ink,  as  well  as  the 
paper's  folding  quality.  The  air-condi¬ 
tioning  system  designed  for  Sackett- 
Wilhelms  conquered  these  annoyances. 

In  the  intervening  55  years,  scores 
of  newspapers  and  printing  plants  have 
been  air  conditioned  with  increasingly 
modem  systems  that  maintain  constant 
temperature,  humidity,  filtration  and 
air-circulat'on  the  year-round.

PRINTERS  have  a  great  many  problems,  perhaps  more 
than  those  in  other  industries.  Certainly  one  of  the 
greatest — perhaps  the  greatest — of  these  problems  is  the 
one  of  getting  a  good  day’s  work  out  of  employees.  This 
applies  particularly  to  floormen  in  the  composing  room, 
proofreaders,  and  operators  making  ready  on  presses  and 
bindery  machines.  Loafing  costs  management  money  any¬ 
where;  it  causes  sleepless  nights  to  printshop  owners. 

In  the  printing  business,  getting  the  men  (and  women) 
to  work  is  ordinarily  the  job  of  the  department  foreman, 
or  his  assistants  in  the  case  of  the  large  shops.  However, 
after  taking  care  of  the  flow  of  work  coming  across  the 
desk  of  his  department,  the  foreman  has  little  or  no  time 
left  to  see  what  his  men  are  doing.  His  assistants  are  also 
busy.  Consequently,  the  workmen  are  strictly  on  their 
own.

At  least  one  large  plant  has  found 
the  best  solution  to  this  problem  —  be¬ 
sides  top  wages  and  other  attractive 
working  conditions  —  to  be  its  time- 
allowance  standards  system,  adopted 
about  five  years  ago.  A  fixed  time  is 
allowed  for  every  single  operation  in 
the  plant.  Predetermined  in  the  office 
of  the  plant,  these  standards  are  passed 
along  to  each  department  on  complete 
instruction  sheets  and  serve  to  “pace” 
the  whole  job  through  the  plant  to  its 
completion. 

This  system  was  adopted  and  is  used 
primarily  to  improve  the  plant’s  cost¬ 
determining  system  and  to  stabilize 
prices  on  its  production  of  a  wide  va¬ 
riety  of  printing,  which  includes  books 
and  periodicals.  The  effect  of  the  new 
system  on  work  performance  has  been 
an  unexpected,  and  very  profitable,  ex¬ 
tra  dividend.  It  has  proved  a  wonderful 
stimulus  to  individual  effort  in  the 
plant,  and  it  has  served  to  weed  out 
quickly  those  who  have  no  intention 
of  doing  a  full  day’s  work. 

How  System  Works 

In  this  time-allowance  standards  sys¬ 
tem,  when  a  man  is  given  a  piece  of 
work,  he  is  notified  of  the  time  he  is 
allowed  in  which  to  do  the  work  by 
a  girl  at  a  desk  which  is  termed  the 
department  “cost  center.”  He  has  a 
ticket  that  he  punches  in  a  time  clock 
at  this  desk,  showing  the  time  he  began 
work. 

Time-allowance  standards  come  to 
the  cost-center  clerk  on  a  route  sheet 
form  for  each  job.  It  is  from  this  sheet 
that  the  individual  workman  gets  the 
time  allowance  for  his  operation  in 
the  job.  When  this  operation  is  com¬ 
pleted,  the  workman  returns,  punches 
the  clock  on  the  desk,  and  gets  his  time 
standard  for  the  next  operation.  Thus, 
he  is  making  a  complete  record  for  all 
to  see  of  his  daily  work  performance. 

A  composing-machine  operator  is 
given  a  piece  of  copy  to  set  and  is  in¬ 


formed  that  the  time  standard  (for  ex¬ 
ample)  is  .250  per  thousand  ems.  This 
means  setting  4000  ems  an  hour.  For 
obvious  reasons,  be  sits  down  at  his 
machine  and  goes  all  out  to  meet  this 
standard.  The  rare  case  where  an  op¬ 
erator  refuses  to  try  to  meet  the  stand¬ 
ard  is  easily  handled  by  the  foreman 
or  the  office  management.  As  a  result, 
machine  composition  is  continually 
stimulated. 

.Standards  for  proofreading  are  based 
on  85  percent  of  the  time  required  to 
set  the  job  on  the  machine.  If  ten 
hours  are  required  (at  .250  per  1000 
ems)  to  set  it,  then  the  allowance  for 
proofreading  would  be  eight  and  a  half 
hours.  The  proofreader  is  kept  in¬ 
formed  by  the  cost-center  clerk  with 
the  route  sheet  how  his  performance 
compares  with  the  standards  set.  This 
is  sufficient  stimulation  to  keep  proof¬ 
readers  always  on  their  best  perform¬ 
ance. 

Floor  workmen  are  allowed  a  time 
standard  of  5.33  hours  per  1000  lines 
for  correcting  type  on  galleys.  Actual 
performance  of  a  workman  making  cor¬ 
rections  can  be  checked  easily  and  he 
knows  it.  He  punches  the  time  clock 
on  the  job,  in  and  out,  and  this  shows 
the  time  consumed.  A  count  of  the 
lines  on  the  galleys  shows  whether  the 
standard  was  met  by  the  workman. 

Time  allowance  for  makeup  are 
based  on  the  number  of  pages  that  can 
be  made  up  in  an  hour.  For  example, 
simple  straight  matter,  with  only  lead¬ 
ing  or  paragraph  spacing  required  with 
running  head,  the  standard  could  be 
.0835  per  page,  based  on  the  workman 
being  able  to  handle  12  pages  an  hour. 
This,  including  actual  makeup,  tying 
page  form  with  string,  and  placing  on 
galley  or  board,  does  not  allow  time 
for  proofing. 

Complications  in  makeup  requiring 
an  hour  for  making  up  six  pages  in¬ 
stead  of  12,  would  double  the  standard 
or  make  it  .167  hours  per  page.  With

headings  to  hand-set  and  cuts  to  be 
worked  into  the  page  form  —  four 
pages  an  hour  —  would  set  a  standard 
allowance  of  .250  hours  per  page,  or 
.5  hours  if  further  work  limited  make¬ 
up  to  two  pages  an  hour.  Allowances 
for  ad  composition  are  based  on  lines 
to  hand-set,  slug  type  masses  to  be 
worked  in,  and  work  required  on  the 
border.  Complications  in  ad  composi¬ 
tion  may  be  such  that  no  time  allow¬ 
ance  will  be  estimated,  trusting  the 
workman  to  do  the  work  as  quickly  as 
possible. 

With  the  route  sheets  and  the  per¬ 
formance  recorded  on  his  time-clock 
sheet,  what  workman  would  deliber¬ 
ately  loaf  on  the  job?  Plant  manage¬ 
ment  can  deal  with  the  few  workmen 
that  refuse  or  fail  to  co-operate  by  con¬ 
sistently  meeting  time-standard  allow¬ 
ances. 

Stone  lockup  standards  are  based 
on  number  of  pages  to  the  form,  varied 
by  whether  the  pages  are  type,  mount¬ 
ed  plates,  or  patent  base  plates.  Addi¬ 
tional  allowances  are  made  for  color 
forms  requiring  register.  These  stand¬ 
ards  range  from  .089  hours  to  lock  up  a 
single  page  to  2.5  hours  for  a  64-page 
type  or  mounted  plate  form.  All  stand¬ 
ards  are  based  on  the  ability  of  an 
average  workman  and  can  be  met  by 
steady  performance.  The  lockup  man 
who  doesn’t  make  them  can  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  another  kind  of  work  or  dis¬ 
charged  for  poor  work  performance. 

This  time-allowance  standards  sys¬ 
tem  is  all-important  to  press  make- 
ready  since  each  hour  consumed  in 
preparing  a  form  for  running  is 
charged  for  at  the  same  press-hour 
rate.  Time  lost  or  wasted  runs  into  a 
great  deal  of  money. 

Press-makeready  standards  are  based 
on  square-inch  measurement  of  the 
sheet  being  printed  with  the  time  al¬ 
lowed  to  be  increased  about  50  percent 
if  a  form  contains  halftones.  On  color 
work,  50  percent  is  added  as  “base” 


makeready  for  each  form.  On  two- 
color  press  makeready  requiring  extra 
attention  to  register,  etc.,  .45  hours  are 
added  for  each  page  containing  half¬ 
tones. 

Press-makeready  time-allowance 
standards  range  from  .6  hours  for  the 
smallest  form  on  a  job  press  to  4.5 
hours  for  a  form  large  enough  to  re¬ 
quire  a  4-0  press-bed  size.  These  are 
increased  by  50  percent  if  halftone 
cuts  are  involved. 

Facing  a  record  of  his  performance 
on  every  job  of  makeready,  a  press 
operator  would  hardly  want  to  miss  his 
standards  often.  Nowhere  in  the  plant 
does  the  use  of  time-allowance  stand¬ 
ards  afford  a  stronger  stimulus  to  indi¬ 
vidual  work  performance  than  on  press 
makeready. 

If  for  any  reason  a  pressman  is  sure 
he  cannot  make  a  standard  given  him 
on  a  certain  job,  he  can  notify  his  fore¬ 
man,  and  the  foreman  will  take  it  up 
with  the  office.  If  the  foreman  can  con¬ 
vince  the  office,  then  an  extra  time  al¬ 
lowance  may  be  granted.  An  extra  time 
allowance  is  handled  by  a  special 
change-order  form  issued  to  the  press¬ 
room  or  whatever  departments  are  in¬ 
volved. 

Also  Stimulates  Production 

Time-allowance  standards  also  stim¬ 
ulate  production  through  individual 
work  performance  in  the  bindery  where 
there  are  machines  to  set  up  and  a 
variety  of  handwork  to  be  done  —  fold¬ 
ing,  inserting,  etc.  Time-allowance 
standards  are  made  for  each  of  these 
operations,  and  workmen’s  perform¬ 
ances,  recorded  on  time  sheets  and 
cost-center  time  slips,  are  sent  to  the 
office  for  examination.  Failures  are 
easily  noted.  Who  is  going  to  take  a 
chance  on  loafing  and  let  the  records 
show  repeated  failure  to  make  stand¬ 
ards  set  for  the  work?  There  is  no 
better  stimulus  for  good  individual 
work  performance  than  this.

Slurring  in  Offset 

Slurring  in  offset  is  a  common  trou¬ 
ble  when  printing  coated  stock.  It 
causes  halftone  shadows  and  reverse 
lettering  to  fill  in  with  acids  but  this 
only  destroys  the  fine  highlight  dots 
and  makes  the  plate  “go  blind.”  Slur 
is  caused  by  too  much  back  cylinder 
pressure  which  indents  the  blanket  thus 
making  it  slip  on  the  paper.  Ink  also 
acts  as  a  lubricant  on  smooth  coated 
paper  and  slip  actually  occurs.  The 
remedy  is  to  run  with  as  little  cylinder 
pressure  as  possible  and  never  employ 
“squeeze”  on  an  uneven  blanket  to 
make  low  spots  print.  Don’t  use  an 
embossed  blanket  with  coated  paper  or 
the  high  spots  will  cause  slur.  If  it  oc¬ 
curs  with  a  new  blanket,  properly 
packed,  check  cylinders  for  trueness.

Circuits  May  Speed  Printing 

In  the  news  again  are  printed  cir¬ 
cuits,  which  came  under  public  notice 
last  year  because  of  their  use  in  some 
makes  of  television  sets. 

A  compact  printing  unit  of  these  cir¬ 
cuit  diagrams  which  may  speed  up  pro¬ 
duction  for  the  electronics  industry  is 
attracting  interest  in  Britain. 

An  ordinary  photoengraving  process 
is  used  in  production  of  these  printed 
circuits.  A  film  negative  of  the  original 
diagram  is  printed  onto  a  copper  foil- 


clad  sheet  of  bakelite.  After  cleaning 
and  drying  the  foil  is  coated  with  a 
light-sensitive  emulsion. 

Film  negative  of  the  circuit  diagram 
is  positioned  on  the  sensitised  copper 
and  exposed  to  light  on  a  printing 
frame.  Normal  exposure  time  can  be 
cut  to  less  than  one-third.  Production 
of  film  negatives  as  well  as  making  the 
actual  printed  circuits  is  possible  with 
the  printer.

Colour  Proofing  Process  on

The  expense  and  time  involved  in 
proofing  colour  work  is  apt  to  take  the 
gilt  off  the  offset  gingerbread.  But  it 
is  a  necessary  evil  if  the  printer  is  to 
be  safeguarded  and  the  perfection  of 
the  final  result  assured.  It  seems  such 
a  pity,  however,  to  repeat  the  same 
process  twice  over,  once  for  making 
proofing  plates  and  again  for  making 
the  printing  version.  Letterpress  prin¬ 
ters  are  lucky  in  this  respect  —  the 
same  blocks  do  for  both.

New  Contact  Screen 
For  Photo-Litho 

A  new  type  of  contact  screen  for 
photo-lithography  has  been  developed 
by  the  Printing,  Packaging  and  Allied 
Trades  Research  Association  in  collab¬ 
oration  with  the  Dutch  Printing  Re¬ 
search  Institute,  Amsterdam. 

The  new  experimental  screens,  meas¬ 
uring  about  6x5"  in  120-line8  per  inch 
ruling,  give  a  marked  improvement  in 
tone  rendering  over  existing  screens. 

Before  production  of  larger  sizes 
can  begin  on  a  commercial  scale,  how¬ 
ever,  further  tests  will  have  to  be 
made  in  the  laboratory. 

Dot  formation  is  normal  and  satis¬ 
factory.  A  single  exposure,  with  or 
without  a  short  flash  exposure  to  con¬ 
trol  contrast,  followed  by  development 
and  fixation,  is  all  that  is  necessary  to 
produce  a  nearly  “ideal”  screen  nega¬ 
tive  for  ofiset-lithography. 

This  development  follows  tests  made 
earlier  with  sets  of  magenta  contact 
screens  obtained  from  the  United 
States. 

It  was  found  from  experiments  in 
the  laboratory  and  practical  trials,  that 
in  semi-skilled  hands  or  in  the  rush 
of  commercial  conditions,  such  screens 
gave  good  results  more  consistently 
than  cross-line  ones.  Tone  graduation, 
however,  showed  little  improvement. 

In  view  of  these  findings,  it  was  de¬ 
cided  to  explore  the  possibilities  of 
manufacturing  an  entirely  new  con¬ 
tact  screen  which  would  give  a  tone 
graduation  in  the  screen  transparency 
more  nearly  resembling  that  of  the  or¬ 
iginal  copy.

Like  ali  big  companies,  we  have  a 
major  fault  that  I  must  acknowledge. 
Delays  are  sometimes  encountered  in 
getting  material  approved,  because  we 
must  deal  with  many  people  within  the 
company.  Occasionally  last-minute 
changes  are  recommended  that  hamper 
printing  production.  Then,  in  order  to 
get  the  job  out  on  time,  the  squeeze  is 
put  on  the  mechanical  end,  or,  the 
printer.  This  probably  is  a  common 
fault  of  Big  Business.  We  are  trying 
to  hold  it  to  a  minimum. 

Be  Honest  with  Buyer 

We  try  to  be  honest  with  the  printer 
when  it  comes  to  rush  jobs.  We  realize 
that  in  emergencies,  overtime  may  be 


necessary.  But  we  expect  to  pay  the 
premium  cost  in  ordet  to  get  the  job 
out.  We  want  the  printer  to  he  honest 
with  us.  If  you  cannot  guarantee  deliv¬ 
ery  on  the  date  requir^,  or  if  you  do 
not  have  the  fccilities  or  equipment  to 
do  the  joh  right,  then  say  so.  In  that 
same  category  we  h  ive  the  story  of  the 
saleslady,  the  pretty  young  blonde,  and 
the  very  potent  perfume  Parisienne 
Night.  And  as  the  pretty  young  blonde 
eyes  up  this  potent  perfume,  the  sales¬ 
lady  leans  over  and  whispers,  “Listen, 
honey,  if  you  take  this  stuff  —  you  bet¬ 
ter  not  be  bluffing."  And  I  say,  too, 
when  you  take  any  printing  job  —  you 
better  not  be  bluffing.  You  know  that 
you  have  bottlenecks  in  your  plant  from 
time  to  time,  and  you  have  equipment 
which  can  only  do  so  much.  We  would 
rather  have  you  turn  down  the  joh  be¬ 
cause  your  plant  is  loaded  at  tbe  mo¬ 
ment,  than  have  you  take  it  with  the 
idea  that  you  can  squeeze  it  through  in 
spite  of  tbe  production  problems.  Our 
job  might  get  lost  in  tbe  shuffle  and 
you  would  have  a  mighty  dissatisfied 
customer  (or  perhaps  I  should  say  — 
former  customer) . 

So,  don’t  take  the  job  unless  you  are 
qualified  to  do  it  and  can  meet  the  pro¬ 
duction  schedule.

work  at  the  suggestion  of  the  printer. 
Result  —  a  possible  complication  was 
removed  before  production  was  started. 
We  find  that  it  pays  to  talk  things  over 
with  the  printer.  Everybody  benefits. 

A  good  printer  should  keep  his  cus¬ 
tomer  informed  about  his  company.  If 
you  install  new  equipment,  or  if  you 
start  using  new  methods  and  new  tech¬ 
niques,  let  your  customer  know  about 
these  developments.  Don’t  hide  your 
advancements!  I^et  me  cite  an  example. 
One  of  our  suppliers  installed  some  new 
equipment  for  the  production  of  photo 
slides.  But  we  didn’t  hear  about  it  un¬ 
til  three  months  later,  and  then  only  by 
a  chance  remark  from  the  salesman. 
There  were  several  orders  that  he  might 
have  gotten  if  we  had  known  about  his 
new  facilities. 

As  a  large  industry,  we  publish  bul¬ 
letins  and  other  literature  to  let  our 
customers  know  about  our  manufactur¬ 
ing  facilities.  Certainly  the  printer  can 
keep  his  customers  informed  —  at  least 
by  word  of  mouth. 

All  Personnel  Count 

Here’s  an  important  point.  The  per¬ 
sonnel  on  your  payroll  counts  an  awful 
lot  —  from  top  management  and  sales 
people  all  the  way  down  to  the  delivery 
hoy.  Every  one  of  your  employees  is  a 
representative  of  your  company.  These 
men  can  do  a  lot  in  the  way  of  good  will. 
Ortainly  their  actions  reflect  back  on 
the  company  itself.  Even  a  courteous 
delivery  boy  can  be  a  valuable  asset  by 
making  his  customer  contacts  pleasant 
and  businesslike. 

Your  key  contact  man,  of  course,  is 
the  salesman.  He  must  be  fully  quali¬ 
fied  for  his  job.  He  should  know  the 
technical  aspects  of  the  printing  trade, 
should  know  the  capacity  of  his  shop, 
the  equipment  that  you  have,  and 
should  be  able  to  figure  prices.  Don’t 
send  out  a  rank  amateur.  We  recom¬ 
mend  shop  training  for  the  salesman 
before  you  send  him  out  calling  on 


prospects.  1  know  that  many  of  you  fol¬ 
low  that  practice. 

We  all  know  that  prices  are  high, 
and  naturally  we  are  on  the  lookout  for 
short  cuts  to  reduce  these  costs  —  but 
not  at  the  sacrifice  of  quality.  Many 
times,  however,  the  printer  can  offer 
suggestions  that  will  help  us  to  cut 
costs.  Maybe  there  is  a  different  paper 
stock  we  can  use,  perhaps  the  nature 
of  the  job  will  allow  us  to  use  varitype 
or  IBM  type  instead  of  the  regular 
typefaces,  possibly  offset  might  be  lower 
in  price  than  letterpress  or  vice  versa. 
We  like  to  talk  it  over  with  the  printer 
and  get  his  opinions.  And  we  like  to  go 
over  all  details  in  the  planning  stages. 

Understand  Red  Tape 

Finally,  when  dealing  with  a  big  com¬ 
pany,  we  ask  that  you  understand  fully 
the  complication  of  red  tape.  Although 
the  printer  may  deal  only  with  the  Ad¬ 
vertising  Production  Section  at  Allis- 
Chalmers.  we  in  turn  must  deal  with 
many  people  within  the  confines  of  our 
own  company.  And  because  we  must 
work  with  many  people  from  various 
departments,  we  run  into  the  problem 
of  delays  and  changes.  These  people 
from  other  departments  do  not  always 
understand  the  intricate  workings  of 
getting  jobs  into  print. 

The  accounting  procedures,  too,  are 
extremely  complicated.  Our  sales  vol¬ 
ume  last  year  ran  over  .SOO  million  dol¬ 
lars —  about  two  million  dollars  for 
each  working  day.  So  you  can  imagine 
the  vast  amount  of  detail  involved  in 
keeping  records  and  paying  invoices. 
Be  prepared  to  go  along  with  whatever 
accounting  procedures  any  large  com¬ 
pany  may  have  set  up.  Full  cooperation 
is  necessary  here  between  customer  and 
supplier. 

What  do  we  expect  from  you?  Good 
quality,  good  service,  a  fair  price. 

And  in  your  dealings  with  us  we 
stress  these  three  points:  Be  honest,  be 
cooperative,  and,  above  all,  be  reliable.

Particularly,  1  observed  that  none  of  the 
letters  described  my  advertising  piece

or  complimented  me  on  it,  or  gave  any 
indication  that  they  scarcely  knew  what 
they  were  asking  for. 

“Well,  we  have  complied  with  each 
request,  and  we’re  not  mad,  but  by 
golly  I’ve  learned  what  to  say  when  I 
write  such  a  letter  myself: 

‘Gentlemen:  We  were  very  much  in¬ 
terested  in  the  reproduction  of  one  of 
your  pieces  about  the  progress  and 
growth  in  your  area.  If  possible,  we 
W'ould  like  to  see  some  of  them  .  .  . 
perhaps  the  entire  scries  ...  in  their 
original  form  as  you  produced  them. 
\  couple  of  stamps  arc  enclosed.  We 
trust  you  enjoy  Mr.  Reed’s  department 
in  G.AM  as  much  as  we  do!

“Even  a  fish  wouldn't  get  into  trouble 
if  he  kept  his  mouth  shut.”  On  the  in¬ 
side  of  the  double  card  is  the  cartoon 
of  a  fisherman  with  the  hook  caught  in 
his  pants,  and  this  copy:  “Busy  with 
other  things?  Let  us  pull  you  out  of 
trouble  and  get  you  off  the  hook  on 
the  production  of  that  rush  job.”  Art. 
copy,  and  printing  are  all  excellent. 

If  you  go  in  for  novel  effects  in  your 
direct-mail  advertising,  here’s  an  idea 
used  by  THE  WINDSOR  PRESS.  INC. 
DeFazio  Bldg..  \^ellesley  Hills  81. 
Mass.  To  its  excellent  house  organ 
The  Right  Hand,  is  attached  an  ordi¬ 
nary  shipping  tag.  On  the  tag  is  printed 
“Now  you  can  tag  high-cost  printing  — 
and  you  can  do  something  about  it.” 
The  copy  asks  for  an  opportunity  to 
quote.

■Minn.,  has  produced  a  beautiful  bro¬ 
chure  which  demonstrates  this  com¬ 
pany’s  ability  to  turn  out  fine  printing. 
It  has  to  do  with  Daniel  Hudson  Burn¬ 
ham.  the  late  architect.  It  gives  a  brief 
sketch  of  his  accomplishments,  such  as 
the  designing  of  the  Union  Passenger 
Station  in  Washington.  D.  C..  the  Flat¬ 
iron  and  Wanamaker  Buildings  in  New 
York.  etc.  Then  on  parchment-like 


stock  is  printed  the  famous  ((uotation: 
“Make  no  little  plans;  they  have  no 
magic  to  stir  men’s  blood,  etc.”  Speak¬ 
ing  of  quality  as  we  were  a  few  para¬ 
graphs  above,  this  piece  reeks  of  it.  A 
tine  example  of  the  printing  art. 

THE  CAMBRIDGE  PRESS,  INC.,  1 
Carleton  St..  Cambridge  42,  Mass.,  has 
come  up  with  a  new  idea  in  the  use  of 
business  reply  envelopes.  In  a  printed 
letter  it  asks  prospects  for  certain  in¬ 
formation,  such  as  whether  they  want 
to  be  kept  on  the  mailing  list.  But 
instead  of  a  separate  piece  with  boxes 
to  check,  the  form  is  printed  right  on 
the  reverse  of  the  business  reply  en¬ 
velope,  and  the  name  of  the  prospect 
typed  above,  ^'hy  use  an  envelope 
instead  of  a  card?  The  envelope  sug¬ 
gests  the  prospect  send  a  sample  of  a 
job  for  quotation.  The  letter  used  also 
reviews  the  material  Cambridge  Press 
bas  mailed  to  the  prospect,  ranging 
from  an  offset  price  list  to  an  offer  to 
see  a  Christmas  card  selection  —  from 
the  seating  plan  of  Fenway  Park  to 
presidential  electoral  vote  blotters. 
Different.  Unusual.  Attracts  attention. 

W  e  chided  Adolph  J.  Moret,  Sr.,  THE 
MORET  PRESS,  2180-82  Law  St.,  New 
Orleans  19,  La.,  for  featuring  a  picture 
of  his  new  press  in  his  25th  anniversary 
booklet.  W’e  questioned  that  showing 
the  press  helped  sell  printing.  His  let¬ 
ter  to  us  is  too  long  to  quote  in  its  en¬ 
tirety,  but  here’s  part  of  it:  “As  to 
whether  it  helps  to  sell  printing,  we 
positively  believe  it  does,  because  a 
good  customer,  one  who  knows  a  thing 
or  two  about  printing,  is  usually  skepti¬ 
cal  about  giving  his  printing  to  any 
plant  except  one  qualified  and  equipped 
to  handle  his  work.  Best  proof  that  our 
booklet  sold  printing  is  the  fact  that 
one  of  our  customers,  who  year  before 
last  gave  us  an  order  for  18.000  four- 
page  leaflets,  gave  us.  this  February, 
an  order  for  50.000  four-page  illustrated

addressed  envelopes,  plus  50,000  slips 
size  2x5^  for  enclosures,  with  delivery 
expected  (and  received)  within  three 
weeks.  Also,  another  customer,  who 
previously  had  given  us  an  order  (or 
only  1000  business  cards,  was  instru¬ 
mental  in  getting  us  an  order  for  15,000 
illustrated  folders  printed  in  two  col¬ 
ors.”  We’ve  talked  against  showing 
pictures  of  printing  equipment  in  liter¬ 
ature  sent  to  printing  prospects.  We 
have  always  felt  the  printing  buyer  is 
not  interested  so  much  in  how  his 
printing  jobs  are  produced  as  he  is  in 
the  final  quality  and  delivery.  Mr. 
Moret  disagrees  with  us.  Let’s  have 
comments  from  other  printers  who  can 
trace  definite  sales  results  to  the  pic¬ 
turing  of  a  press  or  a  cutter  or  a  type¬ 
setting  machine  in  their  advertising. 

I.EWIS  PRINTING  COMPANY,  P.  0. 
Box  1064,  1107  E.  Cary  St.,  Richmond 
8,  Va.,  has  unusual  success  with  its 
house  organ.  Type  Talks.  It  is  in  the 
form  of  a  small  folder  which,  each 
month,  talks  about  things  in  general 
and  also  presents  interesting  tips  on 
selling  by  mail;  type,  printing  proc¬ 
esses,  etc.  We  always  like  success 
stories  and  we  were  interested  in  the 
letter  received  from  James  T.  Lewis, 
III,  which  read,  in  part:  “This  mailer 
is  our  only  consistent  medium  of  ad¬ 
vertising,  and  you  will  recognize  that 
it  is  definitely  low-pressure  selling.  On 
only  one  ocasion  have  we  invited  a 
response  from  the  recipients.  We  got 
about  a  12%  return  of  the  reply  cards. 
It  is  impossible  for  us  to  measure  the 
extent  to  which  the  mailer  has  helped 
increase  sales,  but  we  attribute  at  least 
some  of  the  credit  to  it  in  our  30%  in¬ 
crease  in  volume  since  it  was  initiated.” 

CECIL  H.  WRIGHTSON,  INC.,  74 
India  St.,  Boston  10,  Mass.,  does  one 
of  the  best  and  most  consistent  jobs  of 
promoting  its  typesetting  service  by 
direct  mail.  It  uses  printed  cards  (post¬ 
card  size)  exclusively.  Each  is  a  per-

feet  example  of  good  typography.  Each 
shows  originality  in  the  use  of  type. 
Each,  because  of  its  attractiveness, 
makes  you  want  to  keep  it  rather  than 
throw  it  away.  The  most  recent  re¬ 
ceived  shows  a  wood-cut  type  illustra¬ 
tion  of  a  high  button  shoe.  And  this 
copy:  “Antiquated!  Back  years  ago 
this  high  button  shoe  was  a  thing  of 
real  beauty.  Some  of  the  typesetting 
used  today  would  hold  a  warm  spot  in 
that  period.  But  what  about  the  one 
who  buys  printing  in  this  day  and  age? 
If  he  doesn’t  light  up  at  the  sight  of 
it  probably  it  needs  a  new  look.  May 
our  planning  department  help  in  re¬ 
design?” 

GLOBE  PRINT  SHOP,  14-16  E.  Mine 
.St.,  Hazelton,  Pa.,  gets  out  a  small 
folder,  each  page  of  which  is  printed 
by  a  different  process.  The  copy  starts 
out:  “Usually  there  is  more  than  one 
side  to  every  story.”  And  then  the 
printer  demonstrates  how  he  prints  by 
each  process.  The  front  page  is  process- 
embossed,  the  second  page  letterpress, 
and  the  third  page,  offset.  On  the  back 
page  the  printer  makes  his  sales  point 
with  this  sentence:  “Incidentally,  we 
are  the  only  printers  in  Hazleton  who 
can  produce  your  work  in  any  of  the 
three  major  printing  processes!” 

JENSEN-TOWNSEND  PRINTING 
CO.,  1010  Union  St.,  Port  Huron, 
Mich.,  is  mailing  out  a  card  onto  which 
are  stapled  two  sheets  of  special  paper 
for  cleaning  eyeglasses.  The  copy  on 
the  card  reads:  “For  better  looking 
keep  your  glasses  clean  .  .  .

Then,  this  copy  under 
the  heading:  “If  you  have  a  new  job 
or  a  re-run  job,  insert  it  in  this  en¬ 
velope  (postage  paid).  We  have  a 
copy  on  file  in  our  office  of  jobs  we 
have  previously  printed.”  Makes  it 
easy  for  the  buyer  to  re-order  without 
moving  from  his  desk.  In  fact.  Old 
News  Printery  believes  in  making  defi¬ 
nite  suggestions  to  printing  buyers,  in¬ 
stead  of  just  keeping  its  name  in  front 
of  such  buyers.  Another  helpful  sug¬ 
gestion  mailed  is  a  card  on  which  can 
lie  entered  company  names  and  tele¬ 
phone  numbers.  Since  there  is  in  proc¬ 
ess  a  change  in  telephone  numbers  in 
Holland,  Old  News  Printery  mails  out 
a  sample  of  the  card  with  a  flyer  asking 
for  an  order  for  such  cards  especially 
printed  with  the  customer’s  name  and 
address.  Prices  are  (|uoted. 

WE’VE  HAD  A  COMPLAINT.  We’d 
like  to  answer  it  here.  W’ithout  men¬ 
tioning  names,  a  letter  dropped  on  our 
desk  during  the  past  month  which  read 
in  part:  “I’ve  been  reading  Graphic 
Arts  Monthly  for  several  years.  I  get 
(|uite  a  few  tips  out  of  it.  But  you 
write  up  the  same  printers  every  month. 
Why  do  you  do  this?  I  have  never  sent 
in  any  samples  because  I  didn’t  think 
I  had  a  chance  to  get  them  criticized. 
Because  you  always  write  up  the  same 
printers  every  month.  .  .  There’s 
more,  but  that’s  the  gist  of  the  letter. 

First  of  all.  the  word  “criticize”  has 
rather  a  harsh  sound.  We  don’t  mean 
to  be  critical  of  the  printing  samples 
sent  us.  What  we  try  to  do  is  give  a 
realistic  review  of  each  piece  and  point 
out,  from  time  to  time,  how  it  might 
l)e  improved.  When  we  do  criticize, 
we  try  to  make  it  constructive. 

But,  the  part  about  reviewing  the 
same  printers’  samples  each  month 
gives  us  pause.  Looking  over  past  is¬ 
sues,  we  find  the  writer  of  this  letter 


is  absolutely  correct.  We  do  seem  to 
mention  some  printers  quite  often. 
There’s  a  good  reason.  The  printers 
you  find  mentioned  so  often  here  are 
those  consistent  month-after-month 
users  of  direct  mail.  Also,  the  direct 
mail  they  use  ordinarily  has  some  fea¬ 
ture  about  it  which  we  think  will  he 
of  interest  or  of  help  to  all  readers  of 
this  department.  We  do  not  think  it 
would  he  of  particular  help  to  our  read¬ 
ers  to  keep  mentioning  a  blotter  turned 
out  by  a  printer  month  after  month  us¬ 
ing  the  same  design  with  perhaps  a 
slight  change  in  copy  or  color  or  typog¬ 
raphy.  It  is  our  aim  to  present  fresh 
ideas  printers  are  using,  to  serve  as  a 
clearing  house  for  ideas,  copy,  illustra¬ 
tions,  and  pieces  which  can  he  adapted 
by  other  printers  to  improve  their  di¬ 
rect  mail. 

So,  don’t  hesitate  to  send  in  your 
samples.  Each  will  he  given  attention 
and  will  be  reviewed  if  we  feel  it  will 
help  other  printers  improve  their  direct 
mail. 

W  hat’s  more,  we  welcome  letters  be¬ 
cause  they  give  us  an  idea  of  the  type 
of  information  you  want  and  can  use. 
They  help  us  do  our  job  better.

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Paper  Complaints 

The  registering  of  complaints  as  a 
result  of  difficulties  in  the  use  of  paper 
is  a  subject  most  of  us  have  had  to 
consider  at  some  time  or  another.  While 
perfection  in  the  performance  of  paper 
is  a  goal,  it  isn’t  always  possible  to 
achieve  this.  The  graphic  arts  industry 
involves  the  printing,  ink  and  paper 
industries.  The  elements  of  all  three 
industries  are  interwoven  in  every 
printed  job.  It  is  not  surprising  that 
troubles  attributed  to  paper  will  be  en¬ 
countered  for  one  of  several  reasons. 
These  are  defects  in  manufacturing, 
oversight  in  paper  inspection,  use  of 
wrong  paper  for  the  job  due  to  lack 
of  information  or  misunderstanding 
when  paper  was  ordered,  mishandling 
or  rough  treatment  of  paper  in  ship¬ 
ment,  improper  packing  and  human 
carelessness  some  place  along  the  line. 

The  main  objective  of  reporting  pa¬ 
per  complaints  is  to  bring  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  manufacturers  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  and  nature  of  the  trouble 
experienced  so  that  steps  can  be  taken 
to  avoid  a  recurrence  of  the  particular 
defect  or  shortcoming  of  the  paper.  To 
eliminate  the  cause  of  any  particular 
defect  in  paper  involves  something 
more  than  machines.  It  involves  peo¬ 
ple.  The  two  most  important  people  are 
the  pressman  or  person  that  actually 
experienced  trouble  in  printing,  or 


using  the  paper,  and  the  individual  at 
the  paper  mill  who  was  responsible  for 
the  shortcoming  in  the  performance  of 
the  paper. 

It  would  be  an  ideal  situation  if  these 
two  individuals  could  discuss  the  com¬ 
plaint  in  person  and  have  a  full  under¬ 
standing  of  each  other’s  problems.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  this  isn’t  often  possible.  It 
thereby  behooves  anyone  who  is  en¬ 
tering  a  paper  complaint  to  provide 
complete  and  accurate  information  rel¬ 
ative  to  the  trouble  experienced  supple¬ 
mented  by  tbe  necessary  exhibit.  It  can 
be  very  exasperating  when  someone 
who  is  conscientiously  trying  to  analyze 
a  complaint,  finds  himself  stymied  be¬ 
cause  of  lack  of  information  as  to  wbat 
actually  did  happen  when  paper  was 
printed  2,000  miles  away.  Frequently, 
such  complaints  are  passed  through 
several  hands  before  reaching  the  per¬ 
son  directly  involved  in  their  evalua¬ 
tion.  Consquently,  if  you  are  register¬ 
ing  a  complaint  on  paper,  obtain  all  tbe 
facts  from  tbe  pressroom,  as  well  as 
samples  or  exhibits  of  the  actual 
trouble.  Let  us  review  some  of  the  es¬ 
sentials  involved  in  filing  complaints. 

Pertinent  Information.  In  order 
for  the  paper  manufacturer  to  trace  a 
complaint  through  the  mill,  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  he  be  provided  the  purchase  order 
number,  skid,  case  or  carton  numbers, 
size  and  weight  of  items  involved,  date 
of  shipment  and  the  packing  or  inspec¬ 
tion  ticket  from  the  particular  skid, 
case  or  carton  involved.  Remember  if 
some  individual,  department  or  shift 
is  at  fault,  the  complaint  can  be  di¬ 
rected  to  them  most  effectively  only 
when  such  information  is  given. 

Samples  and  Exhibits.  If  the 
pressman  is  having  trouble  as  a  result 
of  picking  or  tbe  fact  that  halftones  do 
not  reproduce  properly  from  sheet  to 
sheet,  do  not  submit  just  one  printed 
sheet  as  evidence.  That  one  sheet  might

not  reveal  the  true  cause  of  the  trouble. 

For  example,  the  writer  recalls  a 
complaint  whereby  the  printer  was  hav¬ 
ing  fibers  build  up  on  the  blanket.  It 
appeared  to  be  a  case  of  fiber  pick,  but 
the  one  press  sheet  submitted  passed 
the  wax  test  with  flying  colors.  It  was 
suggested  that  fifteen  consecutive  press 
sheets  be  taken  from  the  delivery  pile 
and  numbered  in  their  consecutive  or¬ 
der.  Wax  tests  were  made  on  each  of 
these  fifteen  consecutive  sheets  and  it 
was  found  that  every  sixth  sheet  was 
so  low  in  pick-strength  that  it  was  pick¬ 
ing  severely  on  the  press.  The  obvious 
answer  was  that  there  was  one  defec¬ 
tive  roll  sheeted  with  five  good  rolls. 
This  would  not  have  been  discovered  on 
the  basis  of  selecting  one  press  sheet 
at  random,  testing  it  and  forming  a 
conclusion  from  such  a  test. 

There  are  other  paper  defects  that 
may  involve  not  every  sheet,  but  sheets 
at  random  or  sheets  that  do  recur  in  a 
definite  pattern  as  mentioned.  There¬ 
fore,  submit  at  least  a  dozen  to  twenty 
consecutively  printed  sheets  and  so 
numbered  in  their  sequence. 

If  trouble  is  one  of  wavy  edges,  curl 
or  damaged  paper,  an  actual  photo¬ 
graph  of  the  paper  will  be  most  helpful 
as  an  exhibit.  Frequently,  a  few  sheets 
taken  from  a  pile  of  wavy  paper  will 
lose  their  waviness  by  the  time  they 
are  packed,  subjected  to  the  air  and 
before  they  reach  their  intended  des¬ 
tination.  If  you  do  send  samples  illus¬ 
trative  of  these  types  of  paper  trouble, 
make  sure  the  samples  are  packed  flat 
and  well-protected. 

If  the  trouble  is  such  that  it  shows 
up  directly  in  printing,  encircle  the 
areas  where  the  trouble  reveals  itself. 
Examples  are  picking,  areas  of  faulty 
surface,  and  areas  showing  the  results 
of  damage  to  a  blanket  due  to  torn 
sheets,  wads,  etc. 

If  it  is  suspected  there  is  dust  or 
particles  between  the  sheets  that  is 
giving  trouble,  inspection  of  the  un¬ 


printed  sheets  or  original  paper  may  re¬ 
veal  the  true  cause.  Cutting  dust  which 
originates  as  a  result  of  a  dull  or 
knicked  guillotine  knife  appears  at  the 
edges  and  can  be  seen  by  microscopic 
examination  of  the  edges  or  by  wiping 
them  with  a  piece  of  black  velvet  or 
sateen  cloth  so  as  to  remove  flakes  or 
fibers. 

The  other  type  of  dust,  that  origi¬ 
nates  as  rolls  are  slit,  will  not  appear  at 
the  edge  necessarily  or  be  confined  to 
edge  areas.  Its  presence  can  often  be 
determined  by  jostling  a  group  of  the 
original  sheets  over  a  piece  of  black 
paper  and  then  observing  what  falls 
out  and  collects  on  the  black  surface. 
The  later  will  make  a  good  exhibit  of 
such  dust.  Printed  sheets,  while  they 
show  the  result  of  dust,  will  not  show 
the  actual  particles  themselves.  Hence, 
Ijoth  printed  and  unprinted  sheets  are 
necessary  to  illustrate  the  cause  of  the 
trouble  of  this  nature. 

If  fibers,  clay,  etc.,  are  building  up 
on  the  blanket  the  best  exhibit  is  the 
actual  blanket  itself  taken  from  the 
press  without  a  washup.  Often  micro¬ 
scopic  examination  of  the  blanket  will 
tell  the  story  very  clearly. 

Be  sure  when  filing  a  complaint  to 
specify  the  kind  of  press,  kind  of  inks, 
such  as  gloss  or  regular  inks,  kind  of 
plates  in  the  case  of  lithography,  etc. 

Submit  complete  evidence  and  infor¬ 
mation.  Remember  “one  picture  is 
worth  a  thousand  words.”  So  also  is  an 
actual  exhibit  of  paper  trouble.  A  full 
presentation  of  a  complaint  will  not 
only  be  more  impressive  to  the  person 
responsible  for  the  complaint,  and  en- 
able  him  to  give  you  a  prompt  reply 
without  unnecessary  correspondence, 
but  also  will  be  a  challenge  for  him  to 
see  that  it  doesn’t  happen  again.

ADVANTAGES 

OF  A 

STANDARDIZED 
INK  SYSTEM 


Occasionally  I  am  asked  why  I  advocate  the  use 
of  a  standardized  ink  system  and  if  the  same  can 
be  feasibly  adopted  in  all  shops.  Naturally,  I  can’t  answer 
the  first  part  of  the  question  in  one  sentence  but  my 
answer  to  the  latter  part  of  the  question  is  an  emphatic 
“yes.”  In  fact,  I  am  going  way  out  on  a  limb  by  pro¬ 
phesying  that  eventually  most  shops,  or  at  least  the  pro¬ 
gressive  ones,  will  be  using  a  standardized  ink  system. 

There  are  so  many  advantages  to  a  standardized  ink 
system  that  I  find  it  difficult  to  make  a  beginning.  I  sup¬ 
pose  I  should  start  by  explaining  just  what  a  standardized 
ink  system  is.  The  system  is  simply  just  what  the  name

implies:  the  maintaining  of  an  inven¬ 
tory  of  definite  standard  colors  so  that 
one  is  ahle  to  match  right  in  his  own 
shop  any  color  that  may  be  submitted 
to  him. 

I  can  say  wholeheartedly  that  I  can’t 
see  any  disadvantage  in  using  a  stand¬ 
ardized  ink  system  and  I  am  amazed 
that  the  idea  hasn’t  progressed  further 
than  it  has.  Actually,  there  are  more 
questions  asked  pertaining  to  ink  prob¬ 
lems,  more  articles  written  about  ink 
and  ink  problems,  more  advances  made 
favoring  better  running  and  more  ver¬ 
satile  ink,  and  still  the  average  press¬ 
man  knows  far  too  little  about  ink  and 
how  to  use  it  to  the  best  advantage. 

Color-matching 

Actually,  color-matching  in  the  press¬ 
room  is  as  old  as  color  itself.  All  shops 
at  some  time  or  other  find  it  necessary 
to  match  a  color.  In  our  early  years  of 
schooling  we  learned  that  yellow  and 
blue  make  green,  that  red  and  blue 
give  us  purple,  that  yellow  and  red 
make  orange.  However,  unless  we  de¬ 
velop  an  understanding  of  the  charac¬ 
teristics  of  the  color  we  are  working 
with,  color-matching  at  best  is  a  com¬ 
promise. 

Studying  ink  is  like  taking  a  course 
in  vocabulary  building.  In  vocabulary 
building  you  choose  a  particular  word, 
check  the  dictionary  for  its  origin, 
meaning,  type  of  word  and  all  possible 
uses.  Then,  of  course,  you  use  it  as 
often  as  possible  and  eventually  it  is 
part  of  your  everyday  vocabulary. 

Know  History  of  Colors 

It  is  very  important  that  you  know 
the  history  of  every  standard  color  you 
are  using  in  your  ink  system.  This,  of 
course,  is  best  obtained  from  the 
company  supplying  the  ink.  Is  the 
ink  transparent,  semi-transparent  or 
opaque;  how  is  it  rated  for  perma¬ 
nency;  what  is  its  trapping  quality 
on  multicolor  equipment ;  is  it  alcohol. 


wax,  alkali,  soap,  or  spirit  varnish- 
proof? 

We  learn  that  there  are  clean  colors 
and  dirty  colors.  We  learn  that  a  green 
shade  yellow  and  a  green  shade  blue 
will  produce  a  clean  green.  On  the 
other  hand,  a  dirtier  shade  green  may 
be  gotten  by  substituting  a  red  shade 
blue  on  a  red-shade  yellow  or  both  and 
perhaps  without  the  use  of  black.  If 
the  purple  is  to  he  clean,  we  use  a 
blue-shade  red  and  a  red-shade  blue. 
Substitute  a  yellow-shade  red  or  a 
green-shade  blue  and  the  resulting  pur¬ 
ple  is  definitely  on  the  dirty  side.  This 
knowledge  of  colors  is  a  great  help 
in  securing  the  right  shade  of  ink  in  a 
minimum  of  time  with  a  minimum  of 
ingredients. 

The  amount  of  equipment  needed  is 
small  indeed :  one  accurate  scale  to 
handle  your  requirements  and  a  card 
index  or  notebook  to  record  your  for¬ 
mulas  and  characteristics  of  each  color 
in  your  system. 

Saves  Time  and  Ink 

My  basic  training  in  color-matching 
was  obtained  in  a  small  combination 
shop.  The  pressman  operating  in  the 
letterpress  department  never  bothered 
to  keep  records  of  matched  formulas. 
Either  he  mixed  three  times  as  much 
ink  as  he  needed  as  insurance  against 
running  short  or  he  ran  short  and 
wasted  considerable  time  trying  to  re¬ 
match  the  color. 

The  possibility  of  being  able  to  mix 
a  given  formula  at  any  time  is  in  itself 
a  definite  saving  in  time  and  ink. 

One  of  the  big  advantages  of  a 
standardized  ink  system  is  a  better  con¬ 
trolled  inventory.  Instead  of  carrying 
six  or  eight  or  more  shades  of  each 
color  you  know  nothing  about,  you  will 
carry  only  enough  colors  on  hand  to 
suit  your  requirements.  This  in  turn 
affords  another  advantage.  By  using 
standard  color,  you  can  order  in  larger 
quantities  thereby  securing  the  larger 
lot  price.  Continued  on  page  70

Remember  the  time  saved  in  the  pro¬ 
duction  department  by  not  having  to 
estimate  and  order  special  formula¬ 
tions.  Then,  too,  estimating  ink  is  not 
the  easiest  thing  in  the  world  because 
of  the  usual  variables.  Too  much  ink 
is  ordered  and  your  almost  unusuable 
inventory  rises.  Too  little  is  ordered 
and  much  press  time  is  lost  waiting 
for  ink. 

How  many  times  have  you  put  a 
matched  color  on  the  press  only  to  find 
it  necessary  to  make  an  adjustment? 
This,  of  course,  is  justifiable  for  many 
reasons.  The  ink  company  may  not 
have  had  a  sample  of  the  paper  being 
run.  It  does  not  know  how  heavy  a 
film  of  ink  you  are  going  to  lay  on  the 
sheet.  Or,  it  probably  was  rushed, 
which  is  the  case  so  many  times.  In 
short,  you  are  in  a  position  better  able 
to  match  the  color  to  your  requirements 
right  in  your  own  plant. 

Better  Service 

Service  seems  to  be  a  big  factor  in 
composition  today  and  so  many  times 
there  just  isn’t  enough  time  to  send  out 
for  a  color-match.  Thus,  service  is  an¬ 
other  advantage  in  the  system. 

If  a  large  quantity  of  ink  is  being 
run,  certainly  it  is  advantageous  to 
have  it  pre-mixed  rather  than  mix  fre¬ 
quent  batches  in  the  pressroom.  If  you 
are  using  the  system,  it  is  a  simple 
matter  to  call  your  ink  manufacturer, 
give  him  the  formula  and  get  an  exact 
mix. 

By  the  same  token,  it  is  advantage¬ 
ous  to  both  the  ink  manufacturer  and 
yourself  if  you  can  call  him  for  a  for¬ 
mula  if  a  small  amount  of  ink  is  needed 
to  finish  a  job. 

The  most  important  advantage,  I 
think,  is  the  fact  that  you  learn  thor¬ 
oughly  all  the  qualities  of  your  stand¬ 
ard  inks  and  you  can  use  them  to  your 
advantage. 

For  example,  on  a  close  register  job 
you  can  run  the  black  down  first.  Some 
misregister  of  the  plates  can  be  ad¬ 


justed  on  the  color  plate  if  a  trans¬ 
parent  color  is  run.  On  poster  work, 
you  can  mix  your  inks  from  those  af¬ 
fording  permanency.' 

There  are  many,  many  advantages  in 
matching  your  own  colors  and  the  more 
thoroughly  you  learn  your  inks  the 
more  advantages  you  discover. 

Naturally,  the  type  of  work  you  do 
in  your  shop  will  determine  the  stand¬ 
ard  colors  it  will  be  necessary  for  you 
to  carry. 

Manufacturers  Are  Helping 

Reluctance  on  the  part  of  ink  manu¬ 
facturers  to  recognize  the  advantages 
of  the  standardized  ink  system  has,  I 
suppose,  somewhat  slowed  the  wide¬ 
spread  acceptance  of  the  system.  How¬ 
ever,  the  worm  is  slowly  turning.  More 
and  more  ink  manufacturers  are  ad¬ 
vocating  and  even  planning  their  regu¬ 
lar  ink  books  toward  that  end. 

I  know  of  at  least  two  ink  manufac¬ 
turers  who  have  put  out  ink  books 
showing  a  set  of  standardized  colors 
plus  numerous  possible  combinations 
and  the  formulas. 

One  of  these  follows  more  closely 
the  standardized  ink  system  now  in  use 
in  our  shop.  On  numerous  occasions, 
we  have  been  able  to  match  or  closely 
match  a  submitted  color  swatch  to  a 
sample  color  in  the  ink  book.  We  had 
these  standard  colors  on  the  shelf  and 
by  following  the  formula  given  or  alter¬ 
ing  to  suit,  we  easily  came  up  with 
the  correct  color. 

I  am  extremely  enthusiastic  about 
this  open-minded  approach  by  our  ink 
manufacturers  because  it  undoubtedly 
will  open  the  door  to  a  better  ink  edu¬ 
cation. 

One  thing  for  sure,  standardized  ink 
systems  will  be  as  commonplace  as  the 
press  itself  in  the  not-too-distant  future.

CARE  and  MAINTENANCE 


IT  behooves  us  occasionally  to  talk  about  proper  press 
care  and  maintenance  —  an  item  often  neglected  in 
our  modern-day  pressrooms.  Increasing  labor  costs  ne¬ 
cessitate  more  and  more  the  complete  cooperation  of  both 
the  men  in  the  pressroom  and  management  in  maintain¬ 
ing  equipment  in  a  trouble-free  manner. 

The  larger  shops,  I  suppose,  are  at  an  advantage  be¬ 
cause  they  can  stress  production  from  their  craftsmen 
leaving  the  bulk  of  press  care  and  maintenance  to  trained 
cleanup  and  maintenance  crews.  This,  of  course,  means 
lower  labor  costs  for  that  function.  The  smaller  shop 
cannot  maintain  special  crews  and  must  depend  almost 
entirely  upon  the  press  complement  for  press  care.  At 
any  rate,  press  care  along  the  daily  routine,  whether  it 
be  in  a  large  or  small  shop,  is  a  must  if  production  and 
quality  are  to  be  achieved.  Continued  on  pog*  76

The  prime  requisite  for  good  press- 
manship  or  good  lithography  in  gen¬ 
eral  is  cleanliness.  Hence  sponges, 
buckets,  etc.,  should  be  cleaned  at  least 
once  a  shift.  Dirty  sponges  filled  with 
etch  can  do  untold  damage  to  a  plate. 

Spray  equipment,  while  necessary, 
gums  up  the  press  and  the  area  around 
it,  and  makes  it  absolutely  imperative 
that  the  press  and  moving  parts  he 
cleaned  regularly. 

Nothing  compliments  a  pressman, 
feeder,  or  h..per  more  than  his  own 
initiative  to  grab  a  rag  and  clean  off  a 
press  during  shutdown  time. 

Proper  Lubrication  Is  Basic 

Proper  lubrication  is  the  basic  care 
of  a  press,  or  any  machine  for  that  mat¬ 
ter.  It  doesn’t  seem  too  important, 
especially  when  you  are  anxious  to  get 
going,  but  much  time  and  money  is  lost 
because  of  slipshod  lubricating.  Using 
the  proper  lubricants  is,  of  course,  the 
first  step.  Every  press  should  be  oiled 
at  the  beginning  of  each  shift  and 
never  while  the  press  is  in  motion. 
I’ve  always  made  it  a  practice  to  start 
at  one  particular  spot  and  work  around 
the  press.  Oil  cups  should  lie  filled 
and  regulated,  and  oil  reservoirs  kept 
at  specified  levels.  Chains,  gears,  and 
journals  are  usually  greased  every 
week.  Don’t  neglect  those  hard-to-get- 
at  parts  like  cylinder  grippers  and 
head  stops.  Air  pumps  in  particular 
should  be  oiled  frequently. 

As  an  example,  it  seems  Pressman 
“A”  was  having  scum  trouble.  He  and 
the  foreman  went  through  the  regular 
routine,  or  as  we  frequently  refer  to  it, 
the  process  of  elimination:  check  damp¬ 
ener  and  roller  settings,  pressures, 
packings,  etc.  Finally  a  new  plate  was 
made  only  to  have  the  same  problem 
crop  up  a  short  time  later.  Eventually 
a  neglected  form  roller  journal  was 
discovered.  The  journal  ran  hot  in  the 
socket  causing  a  skidding  action  on  the 
plate,  hence  the  scum. 

On  the  other  hand,  sloppy  or  over¬ 


oiling  is  undesirable.  All  excess  oil  or 
droppings  should  be  wiped  up  during 
the  process  of  lubricating.  Oil  drop¬ 
ping  into  the  rollers  or  working  in  from 
the  sides  of  the  rollers  can  cause  spas¬ 
modic  ink  scum.  Exaggerated,  maybe, 
but  it  happens. 

Don’t  forget  an  occasional  check  of 
the  feeder  mechanism,  especially  the 
forwarding  register  wheels.  An  ag¬ 
gravating  case  of  misregister  has  often 
eventually  been  traced  to  a  sluggish 
register  wheel. 

Lubricating  a  press  is  only  part  of 
the  job.  A  conscientious  pressman  is 
forever  on  the  alert  for  indications 
when  oil  or  grease  is  not  reaching 
needed  parts  and  then  he  should  know 
what  to  do  about  it.  For  example,  a 
bearing  running  hot  can  be  restored 
to  normalcy  by  oiling  with  castor  oil, 
or  Bardahl.  Like  everything  else,  prop¬ 
er  lubricating  is  a  matter  of  experience 
but  should  never  be  neglected. 

Dampening  System 

Heretofore,  the  dampening  system 
was  regarded  as  a  pain  in  the  neck. 
It  still  is  as  far  as  that  goes,  but  recent 
developments  have  alleviated  that  prob¬ 
lem  somewhat.  Among  new  develop¬ 
ments  the  one  that  seems  to  stand  out 
above  all  the  rest  are  paper  dampeners. 
I  talked  to  a  gentleman  from  Cleveland 
during  the  recent  NALC  convention 
and  he  was  most  enthusiastic  in  his 
praise  of  paper  dampevcrs.  In  his  opin¬ 
ion  paper  dampeners  are  the  greatest 
single  improvement  in  the  offset  proc¬ 
ess  in  many  a  year. 

Paper  dampeners  or  no,  the  dampen¬ 
ing  system  is  still  with  us  and  fortu¬ 
nately  one  section  of  the  offset  press 
that  can’t  be  neglected  for  too  long  a 
time.  To  some  pressmen,  the  cleaning 
or  changing  and  setting  of  dampeners 
is  a  time-consuming  and  arduous  task. 
Actually,  the  system  requires  little  more 
time  than  that  which  is  spent  lubricat¬ 
ing  the  press.  Here  again  the  word 
cleanliness  is  so  important.  Clean  and

properly  set  dampeners  save  both  make- 
ready  and  running  time.  How  often 
have  you  wasted  considerable  time  try¬ 
ing  to  get  color  on  a  fussy  job  when  a 
dampener  wash  job  or  change  of  covers 
would  have  done  the  trick?  How  often 
have  you  run  an  entire  day  sponging 
fountain  solution  on  a  filthy  dampener 
coated  with  dry  ink?  Results,  a  tiring 
day  and  a  job  studded  with  bad  sheets 
of  which  you  are  not  too  proud.  Proper 
setting  of  dampeners  should  become  as 
routine  as  putting  on  a  plate.  Damp¬ 
ener  problems  will  be  negligible  if  they 
are  kept  clean  and  checked  frequently 
for  proper  setting. 

Inking  System 

Every  section  of  the  offset  press  is 
just  as  important  as  the  other  and  the 
inking  system  is  no  exception.  Years 
ago  it  was  customary  to  remove  the 
rollers  from  the  press  and  soak  them 
in  lye  or  laboriously  scrub  them  with 
pumice  and  a  solvent  to  remove  the 
glaze.  With  the  modern  washup  solu¬ 
tions  on  the  market  this  practice  is  al¬ 
most  extinct.  You  can  practically  pre¬ 
vent  glaze  by  the  continual  use  of  these 
special  washup  solutions. 

Recently,  1  spoke  of  a  shop  that  was 
comparatively  a  newcomer  in  the  offset 
held  which  had  operated  a  new  press 
for  almost  a  year  without  apparently 
experiencing  any  inking  problem, 
when  it  did  have  troubles,  brother  it 
had  them.  Glazed  rollers,  stripping 
problems,  ruined  plates,  bad  sheets  and 
a  considerable  loss  of  time.  The  prob¬ 
lem  was  caused  by  refusal  to  use  the 
proper  washup  solution,  and  aggravated 
because  of  inexperience  in  recognizing 
the  problem. 

Proper  cleaning  of  rollers  is  only 
half  the  job  and  we  can’t  overempha¬ 
size  the  importance  of  accurate  roller 
settings.  In  fact  improperly  set  rollers 
can  be  responsible  for  many  problems 
including  washup  difficulties. 

Generally,  it  is  advantageous  to  time 
the  drum  and  vibrator  so  that  the 


oscillation  takes  place  in  the  cylinder 
gap.  This  sometimes  helps  to  eliminate 
a  streak  problem.  The  ductor  in  most 
cases  can  be  set  to  eliminate  or  change 
the  position  of  a  streak  or  the  timing 
of  the  ink  charge. 

Form  rollers  should  be  set  to  the 
vibrator  first  with  the  rollers  down  and 
in  the  gap.  Whether  you  use  one,  two 
or  three  strips  of  paper  is  strictly  a 
matter  of  preference.  It  is  always  best 
to  double  check  your  setting  by  read¬ 
ing  a  stripe  with  rollers  inked  up.  This 
is  done  against  the  vibrator  by  revers¬ 
ing  the  press  by  hand  slightly  and  no¬ 
ting  closely  the  size  stripe  made  on  the 
vibrator.  Against  the  plate,  of  course, 
you  merely  drop  the  rollers  on  plate, 
bring  rollers  up  and  note  the  stripe 
size.  Always  set  to  the  vibrator  with 
slightly  more  tension  than  against  the 
plates.  If  this  isn’t  done  and  the  plate 
drives  the  rollers  instead  of  the  vibrator 
the  skidding  action  on  the  plate  can 
cause  various  troubles.  Yes,  keep  those 
rollers  properly  set  and  in  good  condi¬ 
tion  and  you  will  eliminate  a  host  of 
problems. 

The  various  blanket  washes,  reju- 
venators,  and  what  not  on  the  market 
tend  to  make  the  pressman’s  job  easier. 
With  all  the  prepared  washes  available 
keeping  rollers  and  blankets  in  good 
printing  condition  is  much  easier. 

Matter  of  Cooperation 

As  1  stated  in  the  first  part  of  this 
article,  press  care  and  maintenance  is 
simply  a  matter  of  cooperation  between 
the  pressman  and  his  boss.  With  pro¬ 
duction  limits  as  they  are  it  is  rather 
difficult  to  set  a  definite  schedule  for 
these  cleaning  necessities,  but  if  the 
pressman  adjusts  some  of  these  care 
problems  in  his  regular  routine  and. 
handles  the  others  on  down-time  or  lag 
periods  he  shouldn’t  encounter  too 
many  problems.  The  smart  employer 
realizes  the  cost  of  his  equipment  and 
must  allow  time  for  those  difficult  main¬ 
tenance  problems.

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IT  is  strange  how  mis-information  is  passed  from  one 
generation  of  craftsmen  to  the  next.  And,  since  so 
few  challenge  the  common  belief,  errors  continue  to  be 
accepted  as  gospel  fact  through  the  years.

relayed  to  the  film  plane  by  the  outer 
edges  of  the  lens  is  brought  into  better 
resolution.  With  modern  lenses  of  all 
types,  this  improved  resolution  is  best 
when  the  lens  is  stopped  down  two  or 
three  stops  from  its  maximum  aperture. 

As  soon  as  you  go  lieyond  this  point, 
however,  you  start  to  lose  resolution. 
The  reason  is  that  the  more  you  stop 
down,  the  more  the  diffraction  that  oc¬ 
curs.  Diffraction,  you  will  recall,  is  a 
light-spreading  effect  that  takes  place 
when  light  rays  pass  through  an  aper¬ 
ture.  The  more  you  stop  down,  the 
more  this  diffraction  affects  the  image 
and  the  more  sharpness  and  resolution 
you  lose. 

A  Bureau  of  .Standards  research  pa¬ 
per  on  lens  performance*  states  that 
the  limit  of  resolution  with  a  perfect 
lens  and  perfect  film  is  determined  by 
this  formula: 

R  =  1426  =  Resolution  in  lines  per  mm. 

f7^. 

(Multiplying  your  answer  by  25.4  gives 
lines  per  inch.) 

From  this  formula  we  can  see  how 
rapidly  resolution  decreases  with  in¬ 
creasing  f  numbers.  For  example,  if 
you  can  resolve  9055  lines  per  inch  at 
f/4,  you’ll  resolve  only  2264  at  f/16, 
1132  at  f/32,  .566  at  f/64  and  283  at 
f/128. 

Before  you  say  that  this  conflicts 
with  your  own  experience,  remember 
that  we  are  talking  alrout  process  lenses 
that  work  with  flat  copy.  Also  remem¬ 
ber  that  we  are  talking  about  sharpness 
and  resolution  —  not  depth  of  field.  In 
fact,  it  is  very  likely  that  this  wrong 
belief  got  its  start  with  general  amateur 
and  commercial  photographers.  It  is 
true  that  stopping  down  does  increase 
your  depth  of  field  or  apparent  sharp¬ 
ness  of  near  and  far  objects.  While

stopping  down  does  bring  these  near 
and  far  objects  into  acceptable  focus, 
it  does  so  by  sacrificing  the  resolution 
of  every  object  in  that  field.  In  other 
words,  the  resolution  of  an  object  at 
the  focal  distance  of  a  stopped-down 
lens  is  considerably  less  than  it  would 
be  if  the  lens  were  stopped  down  only 
about  two  stops  less  than  maximum. 

LTF  recently  had  a  chance  to  check 
this  information.  First,  they  made  a 
series  of  tests  to  see  what  effect  stop¬ 
ping  down  had  on  the  resolution  of 
line  images.  They  found  that  there 
was  a  progressive  decrease  as  the  lens 
was  stopped  down.  Also,  measurements 
with  the  camera  set  at  same  size  and 
the  lens  set  at  f/90,  resolution  was 
about  40  percent  less  than  it  was  when 
the  lens  was  set  at  f/16. 

They  then  made  another  series  of 
negatives  to  see  if  there  was  any  differ¬ 
ence  in  resolution  between  glass  screen 
halftone  negatives  made  with  large 
stops  and  short  screen  distances,  and 
negatives  made  with  small  stops  and 
large  screen  distances.  The  copy  con¬ 
sisted  of  a  photograph,  a  10-step  gray 
scale,  and  a  special  resolution  target. 

The  negatives  were  made  with  a  150- 
line  glass  screen  at  a  50%  reduction. 
The  same  camera,  film,  developer,  etc., 
were  used.  Only  a  main  exposure  was 
used.  The  tonal  range  of  all  the  nega¬ 
tives  was  adjusted  so  that  they  were 
similar.  The  screen  distance  and  lens 
aperture  settings  ranged  from  36/64  at 
f/90  to  6/64  at  f/16.  Again,  the  story 
was  the  same  except  more  so.  As  the 
lens  was  stopped  down  from  f/16  to 
f/90  there  was  a  loss  of  resolution  of 
50  percent.  Visual  examination  showed 
much  less  sharpness. 

Stopping  down  alone  reduces  resolu¬ 
tion.  Also,  in  making  halftones,  the 
combination  of  smaller  aperture  and 
longer  screen  distances  reduce  resolu¬ 
tion  still  more. 

LTF  does  suggest  one  benefit  for

CONGRESS,  in  its  first  session,  took  relatively  little  action,  leading 
some  of  its  own  members  to  observe  that,  in  many  ways,  this 
was  the  dullest  session  of  Congress  since  World  War  II. 

Apparently,  it  is  the  goal  of  the  Democratic  leadership  to  bring  up 
in  1958,  and  to  pass,  if  possible,  a  number  of  measures  that  in  the 
opinion  of  many  would  be  useful  in  a  political  year  to  garner  more 
votes. 

Whatever  the  reasons,  it  is  plain  that  Congressmen  in  this  first 
session  were  not  too  excited  about  any  legislation.  Few  really  hot 
debates  took  place,  and  there  were  few  evidences  of  flaring  tempers. 


As  predicted,  the  postal  rate  in¬ 
crease  legislation  did  not  become  law. 
This  was  foreseen  early  in  the  session, 
and  was  due  to  the  belief  in  Demo¬ 
cratic  circles  that  Postmaster  General 
Arthur  Summerfield  was  trying  to  “bal¬ 
ance  the  postal  budget”  in  order  to 
make  political  hay  at  the  expense  of 
the  Democrats.  Also,  the  Democrats 
said,  Mr.  Summerfield  used  very  poor 
public-relations  in  his  dealing  with  the 
legislative  branch  of  the  Government. 

Federal  aid  to  education,  which  has 
the  backing  of  many  in  the  printing 
business,  also  was  killed,  due  to  polit-

ical  jockeying.  The  Republicans  most¬ 
ly  were  opposed  to  federal  aid  to  edu¬ 
cation,  although  President  Dwight  D. 
Eisenhower  himself  came  out  for  it  a 
time  or  two,  in  public  statements. 
Democrats  have  charged  that  the  Pres¬ 
ident  could  have  caused  its  passage,  if 
his  support  had  not  been  too  lukewarm. 

The  legislation  to  extend  minimum 
wage,  and  to  increase  the  minimum 
wage  even  higher,  was  kept  bottled  up 
in  committee  this  session.  It  may  make 
some  progress  next  year,  but  this  re¬ 
mains  to  be  seen. 

Congress  extended  the  life  of  the 
Small  Business  Administration,  aired 
the  “tight  money”  policies  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration.  and  passed  all  the  appro¬ 
priations,  but  otherwise  made  few 
moves  that  either  angered  major  groups 
or  excited  any  large  part  of  the  popula¬ 
tion. 

Underlying  reasons  for  Congressional 
inaction — besides  the  political  reasons 
— is  that  Congressmen  feel  the  country 
is  in  a  period  of  high  prosperity,  that 
few  voters  are  extremely  unhappy,  and 
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that  as  long  as  things  are  booming  there 
is  no  need  to  upset  the  economic  ap¬ 
plecart. 

Bulk  Mail  Problem 

ONE  problem  of  the  second-  and 
third-class  bulk  mailers  of  the  nation 
— which  was  not  a  legislative  problem, 
except  incidentally — received  far  less 
attention  in  printing  circles  that  it  de¬ 
serves,  according  to  some  sources  here. 

The  problem  is  that  Postmaster  Gen¬ 
eral  Arthur  Summerfield  has  issued  an 
order,  to  take  effect  October  1  unless 
modified  or  withdrawn,  which  would 
have  the  effect  of  raising  costs  greatly 
on  many  second-class  mailers  and  vir¬ 
tually  all  third-class  bulk  mailers.  The 
order  provides  that  all  such  mail,  after 
October  1,  shall  be  zoned  properly. 
This  means  that  the  correct  zone  must 
be  inserted  on  all  bulk  third-class  mail 
for  all  of  the  106  U.  S.  cities  in  which 
zones  are  used. 

If  this  order  does  go  into  effect  (the 
Post  Office  estimates  that  it  will  save 
$5  million  a  year  in  sorting  time), 
some  large  mailers  would  have  to  pay 
out  millions  of  dollars,  in  toto,  to  revise 
their  mailing  lists. 

The  Associated  Third  Class  Mail 
Users,  of  which  Harry  J.  Maginnis  is 
executive  manager  here,  has  pointed 
out  that  only  eight  percent  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  U.  S.  use  the  zone  numbers, 
where  these  are  needed,  in  addressing 
their  mail,  and  in  sending  off  their  ad¬ 
dresses  to  companies  which  need  these 
addresses. 

Both  second-class  mailers  and  third- 
class  mailers  always  have  used  zones, 
where  possible,  being  interested  in  ex¬ 
pediting  their  mail,  but  they  find  it  im¬ 
possible  to  get  the  zone  in  every  case 
and  it  is  economically  not  worth  their 
while  to  hire  people  to  look  up  the 
zones.  Second-class  and  third-class 
mailers  use  zones  to  a  far  greater  per¬ 
cent  than  does  the  average  man  using 
the  mails. 


This  group  also  pointed  out  that 
since  the  majority,  if  not  every  one,  of 
the  223,000  third-class  bulk  permit 
holders  would  find  it  impossible  to 
comply  with  a  mandatory  zoning  reg¬ 
ulation  in  the  near  future,  they  will  be 
forced,  for  sake  of  survival,  to  resort  to 
other  means  of  getting  their  mail  han¬ 
dled.  Thus,  two  possibilities  will  exist, 
either  of  which  would  be  far  more 
costly,  to  the  U.  S.  Post  Office  Depart¬ 
ment,  than  handling  the  bulk  mail  in 
the  usual  way,  without  zoning: 

1.  Instead  of  buying  a  $10  permit 
and  abiding  by  the  Post  Office  Depart¬ 
ment  regulations  authorized  by  statute 
for  third-class  bulk  mail,  they  could 
turn  to  the  two-cent  third-class  mail 
rate.  This  would  relieve  them  of  the 
necessity  of  sorting  their  mail  in  any 
way.  The  postage  cost  would  be  great¬ 
er,  but  they  would  choose  this  as  the 
lesser  of  two  evils,  and  would  save 
on  the  original  sorting.  Also,  the 
mailer  would  be  entitled  to  two  ounces 
rather  than  the  1.7  ounce  limitation  un¬ 
der  the  IVij-cent  rate  in  bulk. 

This  would  add  seven  billion  pieces 
of  unsorted  third-class  mail,  which 
would  necessitate  the  hiring  of  14,000 
additional  postal  clerks,  and  perhaps 
even  more.  The  physical  facilities  of 
the  Post  Office  Department  at  present 
are  not  enough  to  handle  such  an  ad¬ 
ditional  volume  of  unsorted,  untied, 
uncancelled,  unsacked  mail. 

In  short,  if  the  mailers  react  in  toto 
to  this  recourse,  it  would  upset  the 
delicate  economic  principle  which  war¬ 
rants  the  handling  of  this  deferred 
service,  fill-in  category  of  mail.  This 
balance  actually  was  upset  in  Cincin¬ 
nati  last  Spring  during  the  famous 
third-class  mail  embargo  threat,  and, 
as  the  postal  officials  know,  mailers 
there  panicked  and  mailed,  before  the 
regular  scheduled  date,  millions  of 
pieces  of  mail. 

2.  Or  the  third-class  bulk  mailers 
could  resort  to  first-class  mail.  It  is 
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true  that  the  rate  would  be  too  onerous 
for  the  great  majority  to  pay,  but  many 
of  the  big  companies  could  use  it,  and 
pass  along  the  costs  to  clients.  Here 
again,  the  deferred  service,  fill-in  prin¬ 
ciple  is  violated  and  adds  a  sorting 
burden  which  the  Post  Office  Depart¬ 
ment  is  not  able  to  meet  at  this  time. 
The  extra  revenues,  of  course,  would 
not  go  to  the  Post  Office  Department, 
although  it  would  have  to  go  far  be¬ 
yond  the  limits  of  its  $133  million  sup¬ 
plemental  appropriation  just  granted, 
if  third-class  Sulk  mailers  were  sudden¬ 
ly  to  start  using  the  first  class. 

Over  and  beyond  these  alternatives, 
if  the  mandatory  regulation  becomes  ef¬ 
fective,  it  is  up  to  the  Post  Office  De¬ 
partment  to  provide  at  once  to  the 
223,000  bulk  permit  holders  106  copies 
each  of  the  zoning  booklets  distributed 
to  some  of  them  now.  Many  mailers 
would  require  as  many  as  20  copies 
each  of  the  106  booklets.  In  all,  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  the  demand  would  ex¬ 
ceed  30  million  copies.  At  10  cents 
each,  this  would  run  more  than  $2  mil¬ 
lion,  and  it  is  very  doubtful  that  the 
Government  Printing  Office  would  han¬ 
dle  such  a  printing  order  at  this  time. 
The  Internal  Revenue  Service,  for  in¬ 
stance,  has  to  schedule  its  printing  a 
year  in  advance. 

Besides,  there  would  have  to  be  some 
machinery  set  up  to  notify  promptly  the 
223,000  permit  holders  of  any  changes 
in  zones  in  the  106  cities.  A  special 
agency  would  have  to  be  created  to 
handle  this  monumental  distribution 
job.  Postage,  packaging  and  address¬ 
ing  involved  would  require  substantial 
expenditures.  The  Internal  Revenue 
Service  is  the  only  agency,  at  this 
time,  geared  to  handle  mailings  of 
such  quantity.  The  impact  of  such  new 
expenditures,  in  the  face  of  an  alleged 
saving  of  $5  million  by  the  Post  Office 
Department,  would  seem  to  put  postal 
officials  in  a  ludicrous  light. 

As  an  alternative.  The  Associated 


Third  Class  Mail  Users  has  urged  the 
Post  Office  Department  to  help  itself 
by  turning  on  its  not-inconsiderable 
publicity  resources  to  educate  170,- 
000,000  Americans  to  understand  the 
“why”  of  the  zone  program  and  to  join 
in  it. 

No  Action  on  Inflation 

INFLATION  was  termed  “Public 
Enemy  No.  1”  by  Representative  Earl 
Wilson  (R.-Ind.),  and  many  other  leg¬ 
islators,  during  the  first  session  of 
Congress,  but,  if  anything.  Congress 
added  fuel  to  the  fires  of  inflation, 
rather  than  cutting  it  down,  according 
to  economists. 

Uncle  Sam,  in  this  fiscal  year,  will 
spend  about  $83  billion.  This,  more 
than  any  other  single  source,  will  cause 
prices  to  remain  high,  or  go  higher.  The 
Congress  talked  a  lot  about  economy, 
but  the  net  effect  of  Congressional 
action  did  not  represent  any  savings 
for  the  taxpayers. 

Congress  added  to  possible  inflation 
also  by  increasing  the  amount  of  credit 
available  to  veterans  for  home-pur¬ 
chases,  and  by  upping  the  amounts  of 
money  that  the  Small  Business  Ad¬ 
ministration  can  dispense.  The  total 
amount  of  federal  credit — which  is 
lent  by  private  bankers  under  iron¬ 
clad  guarantees  from  Uncle  Sam — out¬ 
standing  is  at  the  highest  point  in  all 
history,  and  still  going  higher.  All  of 
this  is  inflationary,  since  it  dilutes  the 
purchasing  power  of  existing  dollars 
by  creating  more  dollars. 

Actually,  inflation  should  not  be 
taken  any  more  seriously  now  than  it 
has  been  for  many  years,  since  it  seems 
to  be  one  of  the  facts  of  political^ — and 
economic — life  with  which  business¬ 
men  must  deal.  No  one  in  his  right 
mind,  among  economists,  expects  infla¬ 
tion  to  halt  any  year  in  the  foreseeable 
future.  It  goes  on  faster  at  some  pe¬ 
riods  than  at  others,  but  it  goes  on

Congress  didn’t  do  anything  about 
inflation  any  more  than  Congress  did 
anything  about  the  weather,  except 
talk  about  them,  because  the  average 
Congressman  looks  on  inflation  aliout 
like  he  looks  on  the  weather — some¬ 
thing  that  can’t  be  prevented,  or 
changed.

Given  the  situation  that 
exists,  prices  will  inch  up,  slowly  but 
surely,  for  years  to  come,  barring  any 
widespread  buyers’  strike,  which  does 
not  seem  to  be  in  the  wind. 


Key  Factors  in  Starting  New  Riant 

EIGHT  key  steps  which  can  help  to 
insure  success  in  starting  a  new  busi¬ 
ness  are  outlined  in  a  new  leaflet.  Key 
Factors  in  Starting  a  New  Plant,  re¬ 
leased  here  by  the  Small  Business  Ad¬ 
ministration.  It  is  No.  84  in  the  SBA’s 
series  of  Management  Aids  for  Small 
Manufacturers. 

The  leaflet  points  out  that  a  study 
of  successful  new  businesses  indicates 
that  a  new  firm’s  chances  of  success 
will  be  heightened  if  eight  key  steps 
are  taken  before  operations  actually 
begin.  These  are: 

“First,  make  sure  that  objectives  and 
plans  are  reduced  to  writing  and  dou¬ 
ble-checked  for  clarity,  completeness 
and  soundness;  second,  study  the  mar¬ 
ket  which  the  prospective  venture  will 
seek  to  attract;  third,  insist  on  the 
most  efficient  facilities  you  need  or  can 
afford;  fourth,  review  trade  experience 
and  technical  know-how  available  to 
you  and  make  sure  that  both  are  ade¬ 
quate;  fifth,  bring  capable  associates 
into  your  organization;  sixth,  obtain  at 
an  early  stage  firm  commitments  for 
the  capital  you  will  need  to  launch  the 
venture;  seventh,  provide  for  keeping 
adequate  records  of  operations,  and 
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eighth,  consider  carefully  whether  or 
not  you  have  the  necessary  personal 
qualifications,  such  as  stamina  and  in¬ 
genuity.” 

The  leaflet  contains  a  detailed  dis¬ 
cussion  of  each  of  the  key  steps,  to¬ 
gether  with  helpful  suggestions  for 
carrying  them  out.

and  in  the  other  instance  in  research 
and  engineering  activities.  The  PIA 
staff  of  twenty-three  full-time  people 
and  five  special  graphic  arts  consult¬ 
ants  has  been  established  to  function 
in  eight  general  areas  of  activity. 

1.  Analysis  of  Industry  Problems  and 
Needs:  From  the  very  outset,  PIA  un¬ 
dertook  an  analysis  of  industry  needs 
and  specific  problems,  and  these  have 
served  as  guideposts  in  directing  the 
association’s  activities. 

2.  Development  of  Industry  Data:  In 
the  various  fields  in  which  it  operates, 
studies  are  undertaken.  The  associa¬ 
tion’s  annual  ratio  study  is  an  example 
of  this  type  of  activity.  Recently  the 
ratios  were  analyzed  to  determine  the 
underlying  facts  in  comparing  high- 
profit  with  low-profit  companies  in 
graphic  arts.  This  study  made  it  pos¬ 
sible  to  change  the  emphasis  in  certain 
of  the  association’s  programs. 

3.  Meetings  for  the  Exchange  of  In¬ 
formation  and  the  Discussion  of  Prob¬ 
lems:  The  professional  conferences  are 
examples  of  the  numerous  meetings 
sponsored  by  the  association  which  ara 
intended  to  bring  about  the  exchange 
of  information  and  the  discussion  of 
industry  problems.  One  of  the  principal 
tools  of  the  PIA  is  the  sponsoring  of 
region  and  national  meetings. 

4.  Development  of  Literature  and 
Programs  Designed  to  Meet  Industry 
Needs:  Bringing  together  in  a  publica¬ 
tion  or  textbook  the  latest  techniques 
in  connection  with  particular  phases  of 
the  industry’s  operation  is  a  regular 
part  of  the  association’s  work.  An  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  is  the  book  of  Manage¬ 
ment  of  Printing  Production.  Develop¬ 
ing  programs  to  meet  specific  needs  is 
found  in  the  publishing  of  a  production 
standards  for  graphic  arts  equipment 
and  a  system  for  developing  individual 
company  standards. 


5.  Servicing  individued  Companies: 
Through  the  staff  organization  and  con¬ 
sultants,  and  in  cooperation  with  local 
association  managers,  efforts  are  made 
to  satisfy  the  management  and  tech¬ 
nical  inquiries  of  member  companies. 

6.  Sponsoring  Training  Classes  is  a 
major  activity  of  the  association.  Na¬ 
tional  training  classes  are  conducted  on 
the  subjects  of  Foreman  Management, 
Visual  Economics,  Work  Simplification, 
Sales  Management,  Production  Stand¬ 
ards  and  Production  Management.  Lo¬ 
cal  training  classes  are  sponsored  based 
upon  material  developed  by  PIA  on 
Cost  Finding,  Estimating,  Salesman 
Training,  Production  Management, 
Foreman  Management  and  visual  Eco¬ 
nomics. 

7.  Industry  Representation:  An  ef¬ 
fort  is  generally  made  to  cooperate  with 
other  national  organizations  in  repre¬ 
senting  the  industry  before  government 
agencies.  PIA  presents  the  viewpoint 
of  its  members  in  meetings  with  sup¬ 
pliers  and  numerous  other  groups  both 
inside  and  outside  the  graphic  arts.  In 
the  area  of  government  relations,  the 
work  which  is  done  on  taxes  and  postal 
legislation  are  examples.  PlA’s  work 
with  American  Standards  Organiza¬ 
tion  is  an  example  of  representation 
outside  the  graphic  arts. 

8.  Providing  the  Organizational 
Structure  Through  Which  Special  In¬ 
terest  Groups  May  Meet  and  Carry  on 
Special  Interest  Activities:  This  func¬ 
tion  is  illustrated  by  the  activities  of 
the  Web  Offset  Section,  Magazine 
Printer  Section,  Ticket  Printers,  Ro¬ 
tary  Business  Forms,  Trade  Binders 
and  Printer  Roller  Sections,  as  well  as 
by  the  two  Industrial  Relations  Sec¬ 
tions,  the  Union  Employer  Section  and 
the  Master  Printer  Section. 

PIA  functions  essentially  as  a  Fed¬ 
eration  of  Local  Associations  and  in 
most  areas  membership  in  PIA  is  avail¬ 
able  through  membership  in  local

was  ambitious  for  her  husband  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  work  for  a  degree,  so  in  1926 
he  was  hack  at  KSTC  again.  Enrolled 
as  a  student,  he  worked  as  instructor 
and  production  employee  for  the  super¬ 
visor  of  piinting  at  the  Gillege,  Ralph 
Coffelt,  former  superintendent  of  the 
Pittsburg  (Kans.)  Sun. 

As  a  teacher,  Brewington  worked  out 
courses  of  study  in  The  History  of 
Printing,  Printing  Cost  Accounting, 
and  Advertising  Layout,  under  the 
guidance  of  Coffelt.  In  the  spring  of 
1926  these  courses  were  offered  in  the 
regular  curriculum  of  the  College  for 
the  first  time. 

In  the  fall  of  1926,  Brewington  felt 
he  had  “arrived,”  professionally,  when 
offered  a  position  as  instructor  in  print¬ 
ing  at  the  Pittsburg,  Kansas,  High 
School.  He  accepted,  and  developed 
his  teaching  methods  with  trade  train¬ 
ing  in  mind.  His  theory  was  that  devel¬ 
oping  youngsters  for  industry  through 
properly  organized  training  was  supe¬ 
rior  to  having  them  become  printers 
the  hard  way,  through  apprenticeships. 
The  two-year,  four-hour-a-day  course  of 
study  for  juniors  and  seniors  proved 
most  successful.  Demand  for  “Brew- 
ington’s  students”  exceeded  the  supply. 
The  curriculum  offering  in  printing 
was  doubled. 

Brewington  always  taught  from  the 
practical  angle  of  trade  possibilities  in 
printing.  Students  became  competent, 
whether  trade  or  teacher  destined,  with 
various  working  skills  for  the  industry, 
by  graduation  time.  The  most  skilled 
were  encouraged  to  continue  to  study 
at  higher  institutions,  if  possible,  and 
become  teachers  of  printing.  They,  in 
turn,  could  then  train  printers  for  the 
trade.  This  plan,  he  believed  would  be 
the  answer  to  the  printing  industry’s 
acute  shortage  of  fine  craftsmen  with 
existed  then,  and  even  today  in  a  much 
more  serious  way. 

Through  correspondence  courses  and 
summer  work,  Brewington  earned  his 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  1931.

Additional  residence  work  at  night  and 
in  summer  sessions  rewarded  him  with 
his  Master’s  degree  in  1934. 

In  February,  1935,  he  was  asked  to 
join  the  faculty  at  KSTC.  Accepting 
the  position,  he  worked  tirelessly  to 
promote  the  existing  trade  training 
program  in  printing  from  only  two 
years  scope  with  little  specialization, 
to  a  four-year  course  of  instruction 
leading  to  the  B.S.  degree  in  educa¬ 
tion  with  a  major  in  industrial  educa¬ 
tion,  or  a  Mechanic-arts  degree,  prepar¬ 
ing  one  primarily  for  industry.  A  mas¬ 
ter’s  degree  can  now  be  earned  at 
KSTC  in  either  the  teaching  or  trade 
phase  of  printing. 

Brewington  keeps  close  contact  with 
the  trade  through  writing  articles  for 
trade  journals,  and  his  well  known 
question-answer  columns. 

Extensive  work  through  his  contact 
in  the  industry  as  a  master  repairman 
of  Linotypes  and  Teletypesetter  ma¬ 
chines,  serves  to  keep  him  posted  on 
latest  developments  as  well  as  in  trou¬ 
ble  areas.  He  encourages  young  teach¬ 
ers  under  his  supervision  to  keep  in 
touch  with  trends  in  industry  in  this 
manner. 

With  the  installation  of  a  battery  of 
Teletypesetting  equipment  at  the  Col¬ 
lege,  Brewington  worked  out  a  course 
of  study  designed  to  give  quick  mas¬ 
tery  of  the  TTS  keyboard.  Many  news¬ 
papers  and  publications  send  carefully 
screened  personnel  to  KSTC  to  train 
as  TTS  operators,  supervisors,  or  to 
take  refresher  courses  in  TTS.  Brew¬ 
ington  received  his  first  training  in 
TTS  through  special  concentrated  on- 
the-job  training  at  the  Teletypesetter 
factory  in  Chicago.

oughly  enjoys  a  good  joke  and  a  hearty 
laugh,  be  it  about  himself,  or  the 
“have  you  heard  this  one”  variety. 

Writing  and  photography,  which  he 
once  considered  hobbies,  became  a  part 
of  his  professional  life.  Courses  in 
simple  photography  started  by  Brew- 
ington,  formed  the  nucleus  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  Audio-Visual  center  at  KSTC, 
which  offers  courses  in  photography 
considered  the  best  in  the  state  of 
Kansas. 

“Someday,”  says  Brewington,  “I  am 
going  to  take  pictures  strictly  for  the 
love  of  photography.”  He  likes  people 
for  his  photo-subjects,  not  labeled  as 
teachers,  preachers,  farmers,  or  what 
have  you,  but  just  as  folks.  “To  me,” 
he  continues,  “good  photography  is  as 
much  an  art  form  as  the  most  meticu¬ 
lously  contrived  oil  painting.” 

Another  “someday”  ambition  is  to 
do  some  really  extensive  writing  for 
the  trade,  and  to  “get  down  on  paper” 
ideas  he  has  for  improved  methods  of 
teaching  printing.  He  is  author  of  a 
number  of  trade  booklets  in  various 
phases  of  printing,  and  currently  is 
gathering  information  on  style  books, 
hoping  to  publish  a  standardized  style 
book  to  be  used  for  basic  instruction 
in  both  high  schools  and  colleges.  Still 
in  the  writing  process,  are  several 
manuscripts. 

Personal  hobbies  range  from  fishing 
to  music  and  poetry.  An  extensive  col¬ 
lection  of  records  includes  everything 
from  dixieland  jazz  to  symphonies.  He 
often  plays  one  record  over  and  over 
for  the  “lift”  it  gives,  or  for  pure  ad¬ 
miration  of  the  tonal  interpretation  and 
intricacies  of  the  variations.  Poetry 
that  he  writes  is  of  rather  high  quality, 
thought-wise  and  technique-wise.  It  is 
usually  reminiscent  of  times  gone  by, 
or  some  philosophical  quirk  of  thought. 
Quite  modest  about  his  poetry  writing, 
he  is  hesitant  to  let  anyone  read  it,  in 
fact,  he  considers  this  talent  a  bit 
“sissy.” 

Being  a  philosophical  sort  of  person. 
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Brewington  believes  in  living  every  day 
to  the  fullest.  He  enjoys  categorizing 
people  psychologically  and  is  uncannily 
accurate  at  it.  A  rare  knack  for  recog¬ 
nizing  qualities  essential  to  fine  crafts¬ 
men  in  the  printing  trade  has  been  to 
his  advantage,  and  very  helpful. 

Over  the  years,  Brewington  has  been 
president  of  Kansas  Vocational  Asso¬ 
ciation,  serving  both  as  secretary  and 
president  of  the  State  Printing  Teach¬ 
ers’  Association.  At  present,  he  is  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Tri-State  Club  of  Printing 
House  Craftsmen  and  Third  District 
Press  Association.  He  served  three  con¬ 
secutive  years  as  editor  of  the  National 
Printing  Education  Journal.  In  1952 
he  was  awarded  the  Golden  Key  of 
Craftsmanship  by  the  Kansas  City  Club 
of  Printing  House  Craftsmen,  for  his 
work  in  printing  education.  This  is 
one  of  the  highest  honors  bestowed  by 
that  organization. 

Students  feel  free  to  stop  by  to  see 
Prof.  Brewington  at  any  time,  to  talk 
over  their  hopes  and  ambitions,  their 
triumphs  and  problems.  He  always 
hears  them  out,  helps  them  over  the 
rough  spots,  and  builds  them  up  to  be¬ 
lief  in  greater  accomplishments  on 
their  own  merits.  Innumerable  letters 
and  telephone  calls  are  made  by  Brew¬ 
ington  to  help  his  students  secure  posi¬ 
tions  commensurate  with  their  training 
and  ability.  Deriving  great  personal 
satisfaction  in  seeing  his  students  suc¬ 
ceed,  he  says  “They  are  my  only  bank 
account,  and  pay  a  very  high  rate  of 
interest.” 

Prof.  Leroy  Brewington  has  been 
called  the  Dean  of  Printing  Education 
in  Kansas.  He  has  more  years  in  the 
field  of  printing  education  than  any 
other  teacher  in  the  area,  having  de¬ 
voted  more  than  30  years  to  teaching 
printing.

posited  on  a  foundation  of  gas  bubbles 
rather  than  on  a  foundation  of  solid 
grained  metal.  Such  a  condition  is 
obviously  undesirable.  In  the  reaction 
of  zinc  with  nitric  acid,  although  no 
hydrogen  is  produced,  nitrous  oxide 
is  formed  but  this  in  such  small 
amount  that  no  difficulty  is  exper¬ 
ienced  in  general  practice.  Zinc  chlor¬ 
ide  when  added  to  hydrochloric  acid 
and  the  mixture  then  allowed  to  come 
into  contact  with  zinc,  will  at  first  de¬ 
crease  the  speed  of  action  of  the  acid 
and  later  increase  it. 

Alum  will  slowly  attack  zinc.  Am¬ 
monia,  when  present  in  gas  form  and 
mixed  with  air,  will  attack  zinc.  It  is 
thought,  however,  that  the  reaction  of 
ammonia  is  with  the  oxide  film  form¬ 
ing  the  protective  covering  over  the 
zinc.  When  zinc  oxide  film  is  dissolved 
by  ammonia  the  zinc  is  again  exposed 
to  the  attack  of  the  elements  of  the  air 
causing  further  and  additional  corro¬ 
sion  of  the  surface  of  the  zinc. 

Calcium  chloride  reacts  with  zinc 
only  mildly.  Carbolic  acid  reacts  with 
zinc,  but  it  is  believed  that  impurities 
such  as  sulfur  compounds,  which  are 
generally  present  in  carbolic  acid,  are 
responsible  for  the  reaction  rather 
than  the  acid  itself. 

There  are  three  salts  of  bichromate 
available:  sodium,  potassium,  and  am¬ 
monium.  Of  these  only  ammonium  bi¬ 
chromate  is  used  extensively  in  litho¬ 
graphy.  Each  of  these  salts  of  bichro¬ 
mate,  however,  reacts  with  zinc  in  a 
similar  manner,  and  their  reaction  pro¬ 
duces  a  complex  zinc  bichromate  salt. 
This  complex  salt  is  deposited  evenly 
over  the  surface  of  the  plate  and  serves 
as  a  desirable  covering  and  protects 
the  plate  from  corrosion  by  other 
chemicals.  That  the  film  of  complex 
zinc  bichromate  salts  is  so  effective 
as  a  protective  layer  is  due  mainly  to 
its  insolubility  in  water.  Bichromates 
react  with  other  metals,  too.  Advan¬ 
tage  is  taken  of  bichromate  in  protect¬ 
ing  the  outside  of  food  cans  from  rust-

ing  when  immersed  in  cooling  water. 
This  method  is  used  broadly  in  the 
food-canning  industry. 

Carbon  tetrachloride,  a  solvent  often 
used  as  a  fire  extinguisher,  and  in  the 
dry  cleaning  industry,  attacks  zinc 
especially  when  the  plate  is  moist. 
Alcohol,  when  in  100%  strength,  that 
is,  anhydrous,  will  not  react  with  zinc, 
but,  when  diluted  to  about  50%  water, 
has  a  mild  tendency  to  corrode  zinc. 
Zinc  is  not  at  all  sensitive  to  mineral 
oil,  very  slightly  to  olive  oil  or  tallow 
oil,  but  is  sensitive  to  sperm  oil  which 
corrodes  it.  Castor  oil  will  attack  zinc. 

Bleaching  powders  or  solutions  such 
as  are  commonly  used  for  household 
purposes  act  upon  zinc  to  a  slight  ex- 
tenL  Bleaching  solutions  in  dilute 
form  are  used  in  lithography  for  re¬ 
moving  old  albumin  images  from  zinc 
plates.  This  method  of  removing  old 
images  is  perhaps  the  most  effective 
yet  the  least  used. 

One  of  the  most  common  ways  in 
which  zinc  corrodes  is  by  electrolysis. 
For  example,  if  zinc  contains  as  an  im¬ 
purity  aluminum,  tin.  lead,  copper  or 
nickel,  there  is  a  great  tendency  for  pit¬ 
ting  to  take  place  on  the  surface  of  the 
plate.  Corrosion  by  pitting  is  an  elec¬ 
trolytic  phenomenon.  When  two  dis¬ 
similar  metals  are  present  in  a  plate 
an  electric  current  is  set  up  between 
the  two  metals,  resulting  in  the  im¬ 
purity  in  the  zinc  to  be  dissolved  out 
of  the  plate  and  be  carried  electrolyt- 
ically  to  another  location  on  the  plate. 
The  result  is  that  small  holes  will  be 
gouged  out  of  the  plate.  These  are 
known  as  pits.  This  type  of  corrosion 
is  the  most  serious  since  once  the  plate 
is  badly  pitted  it  is  irreparable  because 
no  amount  of  etching  will  change  the 
physical  appearance  of  the  plate. 

Although  this  discussion,  and  the 
preceding  one  on  the  chemistry  of 
zinc  is  by  no  means  complete,  it  should 
serve  as  a  basis  for  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  platemaking,  and  plate 
handling  in  general.

Cylinder  Packings  and  Pressure 

One  phase  of  offset  procedure  which 
is  taken  entirely  too  lightly,  and  yet  is 
extremely  important,  is  cylinder  pack¬ 
ings  and  pressure. 

Anyone  operating  an  offset  press 
knows  that  he  has  to  pack  to  a  certain 
extent  in  order  to  print,  but  too  many 
pressmen  are  packing  cylinders  and  ad¬ 
justing  pressures  needlessly  and  with¬ 
out  knowledge  as  to  what  should  be 
done  and  can  be  done  with  cylinder 
packing  and  pressure. 

Plate  and  blanket  cylinders  are 
packed  for  two  reasons.  One  is  to  ad¬ 
just  the  pressure  between  the  two  cyl¬ 
inders  and  the  other  is  to  change  the 
diameter  of  the  two  cylinders. 

Due  to  plate,  paper,  blanket  and 
press  conditions,  a  certain  amount  of 
squeeze  pressure  is  necessary  in  order 
to  transfer  the  print  properly.  The 
amount  (as  little  as  .(X)l  and  generally 
not  more  than  .(X)4)  is  regulated  by 
anyone  of  the  above  variables.  The  less 
squeeze  needed,  generally  makes  for  a 
better  job.  1  say  generally  because 
there  are  times  when  it  may  be  advan¬ 
tageous  to  overpack  over-all  or  in  par¬ 
ticular  areas. 

In  order  to  control  or  regulate  pack¬ 
ing  between  the  cylinders,  these  cylin¬ 
ders  have  to  be  undercut.  The  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  height  of  the  bearers 
and  the  height  of  the  cylinder  is  known 
as  the  undercut.  If  one  doesn’t  know 
the  undercut  of  the  cylinder,  it  can 
very  easily  be  determined  by  simply

placing  a  straight  edge  across  the  cyl¬ 
inder  on  top  of  each  bearer  and  meas¬ 
uring  the  distance  between  the  top  of 
the  cylinder  and  the  bottom  of  the 
straight  edge  with  a  feeler  gauge.  This 
same  measurement  should  Ite  made  in 
various  spots  around  the  cylinder  be¬ 
fore  deciding  on  the  true  cylinder  un¬ 
dercut. 

After  the  undercut  of  the  cylinders 
has  been  determined,  one  can  start 
packing  the  two  cylinders.  First  of  all, 
determine  where  to  put  the  .001  to  .004 
extra  packing  or  squeeze.  I  think  most 
pressmen  put  all  the  extra  packing 
under  the  blanket  or  possibly  divide  it 
between  tbe  two  cylinders.  At  any  rate, 
start  by  measuring  the  blanket  thick¬ 
ness  and  subtract  this  measurement 
from  the  height  of  the  undercut.  This 
subtracted  figure  plus  the  amount  of 
packing  is  necessary  to  bring  the  blan¬ 
ket  up  to  printing  pressure.  One  word 
of  caution:  blanket  thicknesses  are  very 
difficult  to  measure  with  a  micrometer. 
A  thickness  gauge  is  more  accurate, 
but  most  shops  are  not  equipped  with 
one.  It  is  customary,  therefore,  to  un¬ 
derpack  slightly,  pull  a  proof  and  add 
packing  gradually  until  the  correct 
printing  pressure  is  obtained.  The  plate 
thickness  is  measured  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  blanket  subtracted  from 
the  plate  cylinder  undercut  and 
brought  up  to  bearer  height  with  pack¬ 
ing.

the  print  occurs  which  in  turn  causes 
a  wearing  of  the  plate.  This  is  one 
reason  why  it  is  wise  to  start  out  a 
multicolor  job  with  the  packing  shifted 
in  favor  of  the  plate  cylinder. 

Overpressure  between  any  of  the  cyl¬ 
inders,  plate,  blanket  or  impression  cyl¬ 
inder  will  also  cause  slippage. 

Excessive  back  or  impression  cylin¬ 
der  pressure  can  cause  even  more  trou¬ 
ble.  Paper  elongation  beyond  reason 
can  be  the  result,  or,  even  worse,  fan¬ 
ning  out  which  is  difficult  to  compen¬ 
sate  for.  A  sheet  that  fans  is  one  that 
stretches  out  at  the  back  corners 
around  and  across  the  cylinder. 

1  mentioned  earlier  that  it  is  some¬ 
times  advantageous  to  overpack  in 
some  instances.  Occasionally,  you  may 
find  it  necessary  to  overpack  a  solid  in 
order  to  print  halftones  with  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  squeeze.  Or,  maybe,  the  color 
portion  of  a  duotone  has  to  be  printed 
fuller  because  of  camera  error.  Many 
things  can  be  accomplished  by  adjust¬ 
ing  packing  in  spots,  but  at  best  it  is 
a  compromise  and  shouldn't  be  carried 
too  far.  The  length  of  run  is  definitely 
limited  in  overpacking  adjustments.

Bichromate  Resists 

Every  pholoengraver  knows  that  he 
can  make  photo-resists  of  different 
kinds  hy  mixing  a  soiution  of  am¬ 
monium  dichromate  with  a  soiution  of 
giue  or  geiatin  or  gum  arabic  or  egg 
albumin,  in  fact,  practically  ail  water 
solul)Ie  or  alcohol  soluble  film  forming 
materials  can  be  successfully  used  as 
resists  in  one  way  or  another  with 
dichromates. 

The  chemistry  of  this  process  is,  on 
the  surface,  not  too  complicated.  It 
hinges  on  two  phenomena. 

First,  the  dichromate  in  the  presence 
of  organic  matter  is  reduced  by  light 
to  chromic  salts.  CrjOi"=  +  organic 
matter  -|-  light  -*  Cr  +  +  +  -|-  oxidized 
organic  matter. 

Secon<l,  the  Cr+'*^+  ties  the  mole¬ 
cules  of  the  glue  or  other  him-forming 
material  together  by  a  form  of  electri¬ 
cal  attraction  which  makes  the  film 
insoluble.  This  is  a  common  phenom¬ 
enon  known  as  “tanning.”  Iron,  alumi¬ 
num  and  chromic  salts  are  all  used  to 
tan  leather  and  will  all  insoluhilize 
gelatin,  albumin,  etc. 

The  craftsman  refers  to  this  insolu¬ 
bilization  of  the  resist  by  light  as 
“hardening.”  The  result  varies  with 
the  type  of  film  material  used.  If  poly¬ 
vinyl  alcohol  (P.V.A.)  is  used  with 
ammonium  dichromate  (or  bichro¬ 
mate),  the  resulting  hardened  film  is 
very  tough  and  insoluble.  If  gum  ara¬ 
bic  is  used  in  ‘  '  '

light-afTected  film  is  insoluble  in  a 
saturated  calcium  chloride  solution  but 
is  still  soluble  in  plain  water.  This  is 
put  to  use  in  the  techni(|ue  of  produc¬ 
ing  a  deep-etch  lithographic  plate. 

Unfortunately,  the  same  hardening 
action  proceetls,  though  at  a  much 
slower  rate,  in  darkness.  Refrigeration 
of  the  coated  dichromate  sensitized 
materials  slows  this  down  somewhat 
but  eventually  the  sheet  is  spoiled  for 
future  use.  It  is  therefore  necessary 
to  use  such  resists  soon  after  the  dry 
film  is  prepared. 

An  interesting  example  of  finding  a 
use  for  an  old  thing  by  simply  turn¬ 
ing  it  around  is  found  in  the  ability  of 
light  to  make  a  film  of  glue  or  gelatin 
soluble  instead  of  insoluble,  if  the  film 
has  been  tanned  with  an  iron  salt  such 
as  ferric  chloride.  Ferric  salts  tan  the 
glue  but  ferrous  salts  do  not.  There¬ 
fore,  if  a  sheet  of  paper  or  metal  coated 
with  glue  or  albumin  is  snaked  in  a 
solution  of  ferric  chloride  and  dried, 
the  film  will  be  insoluble.  On  expos¬ 
ing  it  to  light  through  a  halftone  or 
other  transparency  the  ferric  salt  is 
reduced  to  ferrous  salt  and  in  the  ex¬ 
posed  areas  the  albumin  or  glue,  as  the 
case  may  be,  becomes  soluble  in  warm 
water. 

In  this  case,  the  dry  sensitized  film 
does  not  spoil  on  standing.  Boxes  of 
unused  sheets  can  be  stored  for  long 
periods  of  time.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  ferric  salts  do  not  tend  to 
form  ferrous  salts  in  (farkness.  In  fact, 
quite  the  reverse  is  true.  If  a  sheet  on 
which  a  light-exposed  image  is  allowed 
to  remain  unwashed  it  will  return  in 
time  to  its  original  condition.  The  light 
image  consisting  of  ferrous  salt  will  he 
oxidized  by  the  air  back  to  ferric  salt.

This  monumental  volume  of  672 
pages  is  undoubtedly  the  most  com¬ 
plete  handbook  on  modem  graphic- 
techniques.  More  than  600  illustrations 
of  the  latest  printing  equipment,  the 
latest  methods  and  processes,  and  more 
than  70  sample  inserts  covering  the 
most  highly  specialized  techniques  of 
printing  give  a  clear  picture  and  con¬ 
vincing  proof  of  today’s  achievements 
in  the  graphic  arts. 

The  authors  of  this  work  are  Eugen 
Kollecker  and  Dr.  Walter  Matuschke. 
both  of  them  well-known  authorities  in 
the  international  held  of  the  biggest 
printing  industries.  On  addition  there 
are  43  collaborating  authors,  each  a 
specialist  in  his  respective  held  of  the 
printing  industries.

answers  to  the  question  in  a  little  book 
of  130  octavo  pages  with  the  title. 
Factors  in  the  Choice  of  Type  Faces 
(Wace  &  Co.,  Ltd,  Eyre  Street  Hill, 
London,  E.  C.  1,  10s  6d  net  sterling). 
Mr.  Dowding  takes  the  student  typo¬ 
grapher  through  the  many  phases  in 
the  planning  of  a  book  or  a  piece  of 
ephemeral  printing,  and  stage  by  stage 
points  out  the  dangers  and  suggests 
the  way  to  success.  He  insists  several 
times  on  “impeccable”  setting  and 
machining  —  and  he  is  right,  for  many 
a  well-designed  job  is  handicapped  by 
loose  composition  and  poor  presswork. 

As  a  specimen  of  closely-set  and 
evenly  spaced  lines  (never  more  than 
5  units  between  words),  his  book  is 
printed  with  a  ragged  edge  on  the 
right-hand  side.  He  has  used  10  on 
12-pt.  Imprint  in  a  measure  of  about 
24  ems  (in  this  blank  verse  form  it  is 
difficult  to  say  exactly),  and  by  the 
occasional  use  of  the  ampersand  has 
succeeded  in  presenting  a  not  unagree¬ 
able  page,  although  the  familiar  and 
orthodox  opening  of  two  distinct  ob¬ 
longs  is,  of  course,  wanting. 

In  the  opening  chapters  the  author 
discusses  briefly  Legibility  and  Read¬ 
ability  (“cannot  be  used  as  syno¬ 
nyms”)  and  then  considers  the  nature 
of  the  work  (length  of  MS,  subject 
matter,  etc.),  the  printing  processes, 
kinds  of  paper,  illustrations  and  letter¬ 
ing,  type  combinations,  and  fitness  for 
purpose. 

In  these  chapters  separate  sections 
deal  with  bookwork  and  ephemeral 
printing.  In  a  chapter  on  the  method 
of  composition,  handwork,  mechanical 
setting  (single-type  and  slug),  and 
photographic  composition  are  briefly 
described.  In  the  last-named  section 
Rotofoto,  Linofilm,  and  Hadego  ma¬ 
chines  are  each  given  two  or  three 
the  Fotosetter,  Photon,  Monophoto, 
paragraphs. 

This  is  indeed  a  book  which  should 
find  its  place  on  the  desk,  handy  for 
frequent  reference.  — Harold  E.  Waite

Four  of  New  York’s  leading  graphic 
arts  authorities  picked  ten  winners  in 
the  current  Excellence  of  Lithography 
Competition  sponsored  by  Minnesota 
Mining  and  Manufacturing  Company 
to  spur  interest  in  upgrading  litho¬ 
graphic  quality. 

The  judges  were  Charles  J.  Felton 
(president  of  the  New  York  Club  of 
Printing  House  Craftsmen) ;  Daniel  A.

stopping  down  in  process  work.  This 
is  in  the  conversion  of  halftones  to  con¬ 
tinuous  tones  for  rescreening.  You  can 
blend  the  halftone  dots  in  a  133-line 
print  by  making  a  copy  negative  with 
the  lens  stopped  down  to  about  f/128.

suggested  to  lengthen  exposure  times. 
According  to  LTf',  this  cannot  be  rec¬ 
ommended  and  should  not  be  done. 
They  claim  that  it  is  much  better  to 
use  the  larger  stops  and  reduce  the  in¬ 
tensity  of  the  illumination.  You  might 
he  able  to  do  this  by  moving  the  lights 
farther  away  from  the  copy,  by  adjust¬ 
ing  your  lights  depending  on  the  type 
you  use.  or  as  a  last  resort  by  the  use 
of  a  neutral  density  filter  if  you  can’t 
otherwise  reduce  light-intensity. 

In  some  cases,  none  of  these  things 
will  be  possible  and  you  will  be  forced 
to  stop  down.  You  should  know,  how¬ 
ever,  that  whenever  you  do  so,  you  au¬ 
tomatically  sacrifice  image  definition.

Check  List  for  Maintaining 
an  Orderly  Plant 

Printing  plant  housekeeping  and 
maintenance  problems  can  be  mini¬ 
mized  a  great  deal  by  the  simple  use 
of  the  following  check  list  prepared 
by  Peter  J,  Bernard,  safety  director  for 
the  H.  Wolff  Book  Mfg.  Co.,  New  York 
City,  and  chairman  of  the  Safety  Com¬ 
mission  of  the  International  Assn,  of 
Printing  House  Craftsmen. 

Mr.  Bernard  suggests  that  a  clean 
and  orderly  printing  plant  is  a  pleasant 
place  in  which  to  work  just  as  a  well- 
kept  home  is  a  pleasant  place  in  which 
to  live.  Listed  below  are  the  standards 
for  which  you  should  aim  in  order  to 
have  a  plant  that  will  rate  with  the 
best. 

Toilets,  Washroom,  and 
Locker  Rooms 

1.  Daily  cleaning  and  rubbish  re¬ 
moval  are  vital.  Floors,  bowls,  and 
basins  should  be  washed.  Frequent 
painting  is  an  aid  in  good  sanitation. 

2.  Several  rubbish  cans  should  be 
used  in  washrooms  and  cigaret  disposal 
cans,  if  smoking  is  permitted.  These, 
painted  in  bright  colors,  will  invite  use. 

3.  Daily  use  of  inoffensive  disinfect¬ 
ants  keep  such  rooms  germ  and  vermin 
free. 

4.  Good  light  and  ventilation  add  to 
health,  cleanliness  and  efficiency. 

Floors,  Machinery  and  Work  Areas 

1.  Floors  should  be  kept  free  from 
oil,  grease,  glue,  paper  and  dirt. 

2.  Holes  and  defects  in  floors  should 
be  repaired  as  soon  as  possible. 

3.  Designated  areas  on  each  floor 
and  department  to  store  skids  not  in 
use  is  very  helpful  in  controlling  skid 
hazards. 

4.  Machines  should  be  cleaned  fre¬ 
quently  and  kept  in  good  repair. 

5.  Workers  should  have  sufficient 
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space  in  which  to  work  with  great 
ease  to  produce  at  maximum  efficiency. 

6.  Lift  trucks  hacked  under  loads 
when  not  in  use  to  prevent  employees 
falling  over  them. 

Drinking  Fountains 

1.  Drinking  fountains  should  be 
washed  daily.  Do  not  allow  use  of  com¬ 
munity  drinking  cups  or  glasses  as 
these  spread  disease. 

2.  Signs  should  be  put  up  to  dis¬ 
courage  the  use  of  fountains  as  cuspi¬ 
dors  or  sinks. 

Walls,  Ceilings,  Windows,  Lights 
and  Overhead  Pipes 

1.  Walls  should  not  be  used  for 
storage  of  materials  such  as  wire,  cord, 
wiping  rags,  brushes,  ink  cans,  etc.; 
this  creates  an  unsightly  condition. 

2.  Unnecessary  bulletin  boards,  pro¬ 
duction  boards,  charts,  pictures,  etc., 
should  be  taken  down. 

3.  Walls  should  be  vacuum  cleaned 
several  times  a  year.

4.  Shop  walls  and  ceilings  should  be 
painted  when  cleaning  no  longer  is  ef¬ 
fective. 

5.  Windows  should  be  washed  peri¬ 
odically  to  insure  maximum  amount  of 
daylight. 

6.  Lighting  fixtures  should  be  kept 
free  of  dust  and  dirt.  Burnt  out,  or 
dull  bulbs  should  be  replaced  imme¬ 
diately  to  insure  maximum  lighting. 

7.  Overhead  pipes  should  be  cleaned 
frequently  to  prevent  dust  from  ac¬ 
cumulating  and  falling,  due  to  build¬ 
ing  vibration  or  air  currents  from  open 
windows.  This  also  keeps  air  cleaner. 

Aisles,  Exits,  Stairways 

1.  Lines  painted  along  aisles  will 
help  keep  them  clear  of  skids,  lift 
trucks  and  other  tripping  hazards. 

2.  Exits  and  the  area  around  them 
should  be  kept  clear  at  all  times.  Fire 
regulations  are  violated  when  this  is 
not  observed. 

3.  Stairways  must  be  kept  clear  of

all  materials,  empty  skids,  rubbish  and 
dirt.  If  corners  are  painted  white,  it 
will  help  keep  them  clear  of  papers, 
dirt,  tobacco  juice,  chewing  gum  and 
other  unsightliness. 

Storage 

Areas  used  for  storage  are  sometimes 
neglected.  Spoilage  and  damage  re¬ 
sults  to  books,  pamphlets,  catalogues, 
sheets  and  other  materials.  Finished 
products  and  printed  sheets,  while 
stored,  should  be  covered  to  protect 
them  from  dust  and  dirt.  Storage 
rooms  should  receive  the  same  care  as 
production  floors.  Great  care  should  be 
used  in  double  stacking  loads  to  pre¬ 
vent  them  from  toppling  over  and  hurt¬ 
ing  someone. 

Advantages  of  Good  Housekeeping 

1.  Increased  production  —  brought 
about  because  of  orderly  and  business¬ 
like  conditions  in  each  department. 

2.  Better  quality  —  less  spoiled  work 
when  aisles,  work  areas  and  floors  are 
kept  clean  and  free  of  obstacles. 

3.  Time  saved  —  when  workers  have 
space  in  which  to  operate  freely  and 
do  not  have  to  waste  time  to  clean-up 
in  order  to  get  space  in  which  to  work. 

4.  Safety  improved  —  an  orderly 
plant  is  usually  a  safe  plant.  A  high 
percentage  of  printing  plant  accidents 
are  due  to  poor  housekeeping. 

5.  Fire  protection  is  improved  if  all 
exits  are  kept  clear. 

6.  Cleaning  costs  cut  down  —  it  is 
cheaper  to  keep  a  plant  clean  and  or¬ 
derly  than  to  remove  long-time  accu¬ 
mulations  of  dirt  and  rubbish. 

7.  Employee  morale  is  heightened 
which  is  most  important  of  all.  Good 
morale  brings  about  job  pride  and  in¬ 
terest  in  the  organization  for  which 
they  work.  This  reduces  labor  turn-

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of  the  distributor  should  be  checked 
first  and  the  right-hand  side  of  the 
machine  should  be  raised  slightly  to 
throw  the  mats  to  the  left,  against  the 
lower  screw  to  reduce  the  wobble. 

Assuming  that  adjustments  are 
right,  there  are  three  things  to  check 
that  will  eliminate  practically  all  dis¬ 
tributor  trouble,  especially  on  the  old, 
stopping-bar  type  distributor.  They 
are:  damaged  matrices,  dirty  maga¬ 
zine,  and  properly  adjusted  and 
straightened  channel  entrance  parti¬ 
tions.  It  usually  is  necessary  to  adjust 
the  plate  on  which  the  stopping  bar 
rests  after  straightening  the  channel 
entrance  partitions. 

Cull  out  all  matrices  with  question¬ 
able  combinations  and  mats  that  show 
any  other  defect,  clean  the  magazine 
thoroughly,  carefully  straighten  all 
channel  entrance  partitions,  space 
them  equidistant,  and  have  each  parti¬ 
tion  adjacent  to  but  not  bearing 
against  its  respective  stopping  bar  lug ; 
and  bend  the  lower  ends  of  the  parti¬ 
tions  to  align  perfectly  with  magazine 
channel  partitions.  The  lugs  on  parti¬ 
tions  should  be  at  right  angles  to  the 
partitions.  Intertype  partitions  are  not 
equally  spaced  as  are  those  on  the 
Linotype. 

You  know  that  machine  vibration 
can  cause  trouble,  yet  you  ask  the 
question.  The  old  star  base  Model  14 
that  was  too  heavy  on  the  right  side 
above  the  base  did  give  trouble,  es¬ 
pecially  if  on  a  poor  foundation.  This 
has  been  overcome  somewhat  by  a 
brace  from  the  floor  to  the  distributor 
bracket,  and  I  suggest  that  you  try  a 
brace.  Make  sure  that  all  four  feet  of 
the  machine  have  equal  bearing  on  the 
floor.  There  is  a  tendency  for  undue 
vibration  at  the  time  of  breakaway  if 
the  metal  or  mouthpiece  is  a  little 
cold.  Too  many  of  the  old  machines 
have  worn  drive  pinions  which  cause 
back-lash  with  a  resulting  jerk  to  the 
distributor.

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channel  entrance.  After  checking  the 
foregoing,  turn  the  screws  very  slowly 
by  hand  with  several  mats  from  one 
channel  on  the  bar.  As  the  mats  drop 
they  should  barely  clear  the  partition. 
On  the  Linotype  fast  distributor  the 
mats  actually  hit  the  partition,  then 
drop  into  the  right  channel  when  prop¬ 
erly  adjusted.  The  adjustment  is 
made  by  a  horizontal  screw  at  the 
right-hand  end  of  the  distributor  bar. 
The  large,  horizontal,  hexagon  head 
bolts  in  the  top  and  at  either  end  of 
the  bracket  must  be  loosened  before 
making  the  adjustment. 

With  an  em  dash  on  either  end  of 
the  distributor  bar,  test  for  1/16-inch 
space  between  the  bottoms  of  the  mats 
and  the  tops  of  the  channel  entrance 
partitions.  The  adjustment  is  made  in 
different  ways  on  different  models,  but 
on  your  machine  the  adjusting  screws 
are  in  the  top  of  the  distributor  beam. 
For  the  benefit  of  our  readers,  it  is 
well  to  give  the  measurement  for  this 
adjustment  on  Linotypes  with  the  two- 
pitch  screws.  It  is  .042  inch. 

There  is  a  question,  of  course,  about 
the  condition  of  the  distributor  bar  but 
I’d  try  other  things  before  changing 
that. 

I  notice  that  you  also  have  distribu¬ 
tor  stops  where  a  mat  stops  half  in  the 
magazine  and  half  in  the  channel  en¬ 
trance.  Try  opening  the  channel  en¬ 
trance  a  little  more.  The  space  between 
the  channel  entrance  and  the  magazine 
should  be  1/32  inch,  but  you  might 
try  a  little  more  since  that  could  help. 
It  is  important,  of  course,  that  the 
floor  of  the  channel  entrance  be  level 
with  the  floor  of  the  magazine.  This 
adjustment  is  sometimes  made  by  ec¬ 
centric  channel  entrance  hinge  pins.  If 
the  pins  are  not  eccentric  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  adjust  the  magazine  bracket  by 
the  use  of  the  two  sets  of  shoes  under 
the  bracket  that  work  like  Hempel 
quoins.  These  shoes  are  set  and  dow¬ 
eled  at  the  factory  and  seldom  require 
adjustment.

Who  Invented  Printing? 

Q  There  seems  to  be  some  differ- 
m  ence  of  opinion  as  to  who  in¬ 
vented  printing:  Gutenberg  of  Mainz, 
Germany,  or  Coster  of  H-aarlem,  Hol¬ 
land.  What  is  your  information  or 
knowledge  in  this  controversy? 

A  In  1471,  Guillaume  Fichet  of  Pa- 
^  e  ris  in  a  letter  to  an  eminent  scho¬ 
lar  and  author  friend,  Robert  Caguin, 
wrote:  “A  certain  John  sumamed 
Gutenberg  first  of  all  men  thought 
out  the  art  of  printing.”  This  is  but 
one  authority  of  consensus,  the  most 
exhaustive  research  being  made  by  the 
late  Douglas  C  McMurtrie  in  a  wide¬ 
ly  circulated  brochure  issued  in  1939, 
wherein  he  cites  historians  and  other 
authorities  to  sustain  him  in  conten¬ 
tion  to  establish  Gutenberg’s  right  to 
the  honor  conferred.  He  corroborates 
Hessel’s:  “Gutenberg:  Was  He  the 
Inventor  of  Printing?”  (The  500th  An¬ 
niversary  of  the  Invention  of  Printing 
was  held  in  1940).

using  for  impression  a  manual  appara¬ 
tus  patterned  after  a  wine  press.  (As 
early  as  50  B.  C  the  Chinese  are  said 
to  have  done  printing  from  engraved 
blocks  and  their  craft  of  papennaking 
was  safeguarded  by  them  for.  hundreds 
of  years.) 

Upon  close  examination  of  the  pages 
of  the  original  42-line  Bible,  I  believe 
he  used  ligatures  and  cast  complete 
words  for  reuse.  That  however  is  but 
the  opinion  of  the  writer  and  several 
currently  well-known  men  in  the  typo¬ 
graphic  vineyards.  This  Bible,  a  mon¬ 
umental  effort  for  those  days,  con¬ 
tained  only  the  Old  Testament  (using 
the  Latin  Vulgate)  and  better  known 
as  the  “Mazarin”  after  a  church  digni¬ 
tary’s  name. 

Of  45  recorded  copies  of  the  Guten- 
burg  Bible,  exclusive  of  fragments,  12 
are  in  the  United  States  and  a  single 
leaf  has  commanded  as  much  as  $650 
at  auction  sales. 

Johannes  Gutenberg  (Goodhill)  at 
birth  was  Johann  Henne  Gensfleisch 
(gooseffesh),  but  he  to«k  his  mother’s 
name  so  that  it  should  not  become  ex¬ 
tinct.  He  was  bom  in  1400  of  a  noble 
family.  Like  some  latter-day  printers, 
fine  craftsmen  who  perhaps  lack  busi¬ 
ness  acumen,  he  was  beset  by  difficul¬ 
ties  because  of  debts  —  money  he  had 
borrowed  from  the  Mainz  capitalist 
Fust  (later  his  partner),  who  sued 
and  acquired  the  establishment  after 
they  printed  a  number  of  books. 

In  another  plant,  as  a  pensioner  of 
.\rchbishop  Adolf  of  Mainz,  Guten¬ 
berg  printed  a  36-line  Bible  in  larger 
type.  He  died  in  1468,  after  having 
witnessed  the  spread  of  the  art  of 
printing  into  France,  Switzerland, 
Italy,  Spain  and  other  European  coun¬ 
tries.  An  indispensable  craft  had  come 
into  the  world  for  the  dissemination  of 
knowledge. 

No  noteworthy  or  substantial  evi¬ 
dence  seems  to  have  been  brought  for¬ 
ward  to  support  any  challenge  of  Gu¬ 
tenberg’s  priority.

QWill  you  please  explain  how  am-

A  A  daguerreotype  consisted  of  a

scision  ^  tintype  (also  known  as  ferrotype

the  process  used  for  many  years  by 
Sons  itinerant  photographers  at  county  fairs 

and  other  public  gatherings.  It  was 
preferred  over  ambrotypes  because  it 
A.  was  less  fragile,  and  many  a  Civil  War 

_  soldier  carried  into  battle  a  tintype 
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likeness  of  his  mother,  sweetheart  or 
Mrife!  The  tintype  was  another  Ameri¬ 
can  contribution  to  photography.  In¬ 
vented  in  1856  (U.S.P.  14,300)  by 
Hamilton  L.  Smith,  tintypes  were 
quickly  produced  by  making  collodion 
negatives  on  sheets  of  black  (ja¬ 
panned)  iron,  the  shiny  black  coating 
on  the  metal  giving  an  effect  to  the 
negative  image  similar  to  the  black 
varnish  on  the  back  of  an  ambrotype. 


Chalk  Engraving 

QCan  this  process  be  used  for  news- 
m  papers  and  how  is  it  carried  out? 

A  Requests  of  this  nature  generally 
•  come  from  editors  or  owners  of 
small  country  newspapers,  who  are 
seeking  a  cheap  means  of  illustrating 
their  periodicals.  What  they  fail  to 
comprehend  is  that  the  mentioned 
process  will  not  produce  halftone  plates 
—  it  was  devised  for  line  illustrations, 
the  quality  of  which  were  governed  by 
the  drawing  ability  of  the  artist  or 
“engraver.” 

Invented  in  1846  by  the  Britisher, 
Godfrey  Moore,  chalk  engraving  was  a 
method  of  line  reproduction  intended 
to  dispense  with  expensive  wood  en¬ 
gravings,  and  wherewith  simple  line- 
plates  (stereotypes)  could  be  made 
on  the  premises  of  newspapers  unable 
to  afford  the  regular  services  of  a 
skilled  wood  engraver. 

A  smooth  steel  plate  was  coated 
with  a  thick  layer  of  chalk  rendered 
workable  by  the  addition  of  albumen 
or  gum  arable  as  a  binder,  together 
with  glycerin  and  ammonia  as  plasticiz¬ 
ing  and  preserving  agents.  After  level¬ 
ing  the  applied  coating  with  a  straight 
edge,  pencil  drawings  in  line  were 
executed  on  the  surface  for  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  the  engraver,  who  cut  through 
the  chalk  layer  with  needles  or  points. 
The  intaglio  design  so  produced  served 
as  a  matrix  for  production  of  a  relief 
printing  plate  by  stereotyping  proce¬ 
dure.

Uneven  Stnhi  Temperature 

QWhat  adjustments  or  corrections 
•  are  indicated  when  the  Stahi 
Former  base  temperature  is  uneven? 
A  We  suggest  reference  to  the  man- 
/la  ufacturer’s  advice,  published  and 
complete  on  the  maintenance  and  ad¬ 
justment  of  the  Stahi  Former.  How¬ 
ever,  commonly  accumulated  dirt  in¬ 
terferes  with  uniform  temperature, 
loose  terminals,  or  perhaps  bumed-ont 
element,  conditions  which  may  be 
checked  for  uneven  heat.

Extra  Ribs  for  Plates 

Q  Would  grooving  the  core  of  the

A  Added  ribs  would  produce  a 
•  stronger  plate.  However,  the 
strength  of  the  cast  plates  is  not  com¬ 
monly  involved  with  the  fit  of  them  on 
the  cylinders.

fully  to  avoid  springing  the  cast  out 
of  shape  before  going  to  the  trouble 
of  the  additional  core  grooves  and  extra 
ribs. 

Dead  Metal  at  Printing 
Surface  Levels 

QWhat  value  or  advantages  are 
m  there  in  leaving  dead  metal  in 
type  forms  or  pattern  plates  at  the 
printing  surface  levels,  only  to  be  re¬ 
moved  for  printing  stereotype  plates 
on  the  press? 

A  For  stereotype  plate  production 
of  color  plates,  specially  when 
close  register  of  the  color  plates  is 
wanted,  it  is  essential  to  leave  approxi¬ 
mately  the  same  amount  of  surface  in 
the  form  with  each  color.  Shrinkage  of 
the  color  mats  uniformly  depends  upon 
comparable  areas  being  compressed  in 
each  color  mat,  since  the  amount  of 
shrinkage  between  compressed  and  un¬ 
compressed  paper  is  not  the  same. 

Another  advantage  in  leaving  dead 
metal  at  the  printing  level  is  in  ob¬ 
taining  uniform  shaving  of  stereotype 
plate  thickness.  Obviously  a  page 
curved  stereotype  plate  containing 
but  a  small  surface  area  could  not  be 
shaved  at  one  given  thickness,  with¬ 
out  adequate  support. 


Porous  Cast 


QWhy  are  most  of  the  casts,  flat 
•  or  curved,  porous  at  the  tail  end  ? 
(b)  Could  this  be  eliminated? 

A  Lack  of  weight  necessary  for  solid 
solidification  of  the  metal  crystals 
is  a  large  factor.  Metal  and  box  tem¬ 
peratures  that  are  out  of  balance  cause 
faulty  freezing  time.  These  also  are 
considerations  involved  for  porous  tail- 
end  results.  Porous  tail  end  casts  may 
be  eliminated  through  adequate  alloy 
weight  over  the  printing  area  and 
through  proper  regulation  of  the  freez¬ 
ing  time  of  the  alloy.

Mixed  Paper  Causes  Trouble 

Q/  am  enclosing  several  specimens 
of  gold-color^  gum  stock  for  in¬ 
spection.  When  this  label  job  was  put 
on  the  press,  and  inked  with  halftone 
black,  every  second  sheet  printed  per¬ 
fectly  and  the  odd  sheets  (dl  printed  as 
per  sample.  W e  changed  the  ink  to  a 
snap-dry  job  black  with  no  better  re¬ 
sults.  We  then  tried  more  impression 
and  less  impression,  to  no  avail.  As  a 
last  resort,  we  tried  turning  the  stock 
around  in  the  press,  thinking  we  were 
printing  against  the  grain.  Again,  no. 
W e  findly  took  out  every  second  sheet 
and  ran  the  remainder,  delivering  a 
partial  order.  What  do  you  think?

The  reason  for  this  is 
that  some  of  the  paper  is  lacquered 
and  some  of  it  is  plain. 

In  placing  the  rolls  to  be  sheeted  two 
at  a  time,  someone  may  have  placed  a 
lacquered  roll  alongside  a  plain  roll, 
and  as  they  were  sheeted,  every  other 
one  was  a  lacquered  one.  This  caused 
your  trouble. 

If  you  had  been  using  a  metallic  ink 
made  for  this  kind  of  paper,  you  may 
not  have  noticed  this.  It  is  much  more 
difiBcult  to  print  on  a  lacquered  sheet, 
which  should  be  printed  vritb  a  metallic 
ink.  If  this  is  not  done,  you  may  run

Faulty  Third  Wheel 

Q/  have  a  problem.  After  running 
•  8,000  impressions,  I  ran  into  the 
difficulty  you  can  see  on  the  enclosed 
page,  the  third  digit  goes  over  half 
way.  This  is  not  the  first  time  this  has 
happened  with  this  machine. 

My  supervisor  tells  me  I  don’t  have 
enough  squeeze  on  the  numbering  ma¬ 
chine.  Could  you  help  me,  or  suggest 
what  the  trouble  is? 

A  Your  letter  and  printed  sample 
•  explain  that  the  third  wheel  goes 
only  half  way.  You  did  not  mention 
whether  it  is  turning  too  far  or  not 
far  enough. 

We  do  not  think  squeeze  or  pressure 
on  the  plunger  is  a  factor  since  ade- 
(|uate  or  proper  pressure  on  the  plung¬ 
er  affects  the  first  or  unit  wheel  mainly. 
If  the  third  wheel  goes  over  too  far, 
then  it  may  be  that  the  comb  spring,  or 
more  exactly  the  tooth  of  the  comb 
spring  that  holds  back  that  wheel,  is 
bent  or  weak  or  ready  to  break.  Re¬ 
move  the  comb  spring  and  look  at  it. 
Replace  it  with  a  proper  one,  if  neces¬ 
sary. 

In  a  dirty  machine,  ink  and  dirt 
sometimes  seem  to  cement  two  wheels 
together  and  the  second  wheel  may 
drag  the  third  wheel  part  way  for¬ 
ward,  out  of  turn.

spring  works  to  push  the  wheels  for¬ 
ward  and  the  flat  comb  spring  works 
to  hold  the  wheels  back.  If  the  plung¬ 
er  spring  is  too  strong  for  the  comb, 
the  wheels  will  advance  out  of  turn.  If 
the  comb  is  too  strong  in  relation  to 
the  plunger  spring,  the  wheels  will 
not  advance  when  they  should,  especi¬ 
ally  on  the  nines. 

Therefore,  if  your  third  wheel  goes 
only  half-way  forward  when  it  should 
advance  a  full  number,  it  may  be  that 
the  plunger  spring  is  too  weak.  Also, 
there  may  be  the  factor  of  dirt  and  ink 
in  the  machine,  plus  improper  lubri¬ 
cation  which  add  to  the  load  of  the 
plunger  spring.  Clean  your  machines 
every  day  that  they  are  on  the  press. 
Use  the  right  kind  of  ink.  Be  sure  to 
clean  the  machines  before  storing 
them.  Of  course,  if  you  are  able  to 
take  apart  and  assemble  the  machines, 
then  you  can  clean  them  properly  al¬ 
though  this  need  not  be  done  too  often.

QWe  are  a  small  bindery  doing  a 
.  little  silk  screening  along  with 
our  book-cover  line.  We  would  appre¬ 
ciate  a  reply  to  a  few  questions. 

(1)  Do  you  know  of  a  book  on  these 
questions?

A  (1)  There  is  no  hook  describ- 
•  ing  embossed  covers  or  screening 
on  same. 

(2)  Either  before  or  after  emboss¬ 
ing;  if  after  embossing,  the  same 
guide  points  should  be  used  for  screen¬ 
ing  as  were  used  in  the  embossing. 
This  is  to  insure  accurate  registration. 

(3)  A  knife-cut  stencil  is  best,  if 
the  job  is  to  be  screened  after  emboss¬ 
ing,  as  you  can  adjust  your  letter  to 
the  embossed  letter  or  design. 

(4)  In  some  cases,  screen-process 
lacquers  are  used,  but  for  a  flexible 
and  all  around  service  angle,  the  syn¬ 
thetic  high-gloss  screen-process  colors 
are  best.

a  light  color  on  dark  background,  we 
do  not  get  the  hiding  or  uniformity 
we  desire.  Also,  where  we  are  using  a 
heavy  dark-blue  drill  or  canvas  type 
of  cloth,  we  screen  a  copy  on  both 
sides.  The  first  side  is  all  right,  and 
when  the  copy  is  put  on  the  reverse 
side,  the  print  on  the  opposite  side 
shows  through.  It  is  not  a  bleed 
through,  but  shows  darker  on  the 
second  side  where  the  copy  is  on 
the  reverse  side.  Can  you  give  us  a 
reason  for  this?  Also,  what  kind  of 
silk,  film  and  color  do  you  suggest? 

A  You  no  doubt  are  using  the 
wrong  nesh  of  silk  or  color,  or 
both.  When  you  use  a  No.  12  silk,  you 
will  get  one  degree  of  color  thickness, 
while  with  a  No.  6  silk  you  will  get 
just  double  the  thickness  of  color, 
which,  of  course,  gives  better  hiding. 
This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  threads 
of  the  No.  6  silk  are  double  the  thick¬ 
ness  of  the  No.  12  silk. 

The  color  used  will  have  some  oil  in 
it,  and  when  screened  onto  the  cloth, 
this  oil  will  stain  through,  leaving  the 
color  on  this  second  side  transparent 
wherever  it  is  run  over  the  opposite 
pattern. 

For  pennant  work,  use  No.  6  silk, 
knife-cut  him,  and  pennant  screen- 
process  colors.

Pre-printing  Cylinder 
Registering 

Qis  there  any  practical  method  for 
•  positioning  engraved  cylinders  in 
a  press  so  that  they  will  be  nearly  in 
printing  register  when  the  press  is 
started  up  on  a  new  run? 

We  /taw  tried  having  the  register 
marks  all  in  line  in  plain  sight  on  top 
of  the  cylinders  with  good  results  on 
some  jobs  and  very  poor  results  on 
others.  There  must  be  some  reason  for 
this.  We  are  bothered  most  by  the 
large  amount  of  expensive  web  mate¬ 
rial  which  is  wasted  when  the  press 
starts  up  with  all  of  the  cylinders  out 
of  register. 

A  Once  the  cause  of  your  pre-print* 
^  •  ing  register  trouble  is  thoroughly 
understood,  the  cure  can  be  easily 
worked  out.  All  rotogravure  presses 
are  built  with  a  definite  circumferential 
range.  Usually,  this  is  on  a  two-to-one 
basis  where  the  largest  circumference 
cylinder  that  can  be  printed  is  twice 
the  circumference  size  of  the  smallest 
cylinder.  Rotogravure-press  builders 
work  on  cylinder  diameters  (which 
rotogravure  printers  convert  to  cylinder 
circumferences  for  engraving  and  print¬ 
ing)  which  will  go  into  the  press. 

There  are  generally  three  controlling 
factors  which  establish  the  press  build¬ 
ers  maximum  and  minimum  cylinder 
diameters  and  these  are:  (1)  the  ink 
fountain  width  and  depth ;  (2)  the  doc- 
tor-blade  movement  and  adjustment 
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gravure  services, inc.

limitations,  and  (3)  the  length  of  travel 
(up  and  down)  of  the  impression  roll. 
It  is  fairly  obvious  that  unless  a  cylin¬ 
der  can  be  adequately  inked  and  clean¬ 
ly  wiped  it  cannot  produce  a  clean 
print.  Also,  unless  the  impression  roll 
can  be  thrown  on  and  off  without  dis¬ 
turbing  the  doctor  blade  the  press  can¬ 
not  be  operated  efficiently,  if  at  all. 

It  is  this  last  factor,  the  travel  of 
the  impression  roll,  together  with  the 
circumferential  cylinder  range  that  is 
causing  your  pre-printing  register  trou¬ 
bles.  Assuming,  for  example,  that  your 
press  will  print  engraved  cylinders 
from  a  six-inch  minimum  diameter  to 
a  12-inch  maximum  diameter  (circum¬ 
ferences  approximately  19  to  38  inches) 
the  impression  roll  will  travel  or  move 
down  three  inches  more  to  print  the 
smallest  diameter  cylinders  after  print¬ 
ing  maximum  diameter  cylinders.  This 
means  that  the  length  of  web  material 
in  the  press  between  printing  units  will 
be  increased  or  decreased  (depending 
upon  cylinder  diameters)  by  as  much 
as  six  inches.  If.  for  example,  there  are 
exactly  20  feet  of  web  material  between 
printing  units  with  maximum  diameter 
cylinders,  there  will  be  20  feet  and  six 
inches  of  web  between  printing  units 
with  minimum  diameter  cylinders.  The 
extra  six  inches  consist  of  three  inches 
of  incoming  web  and  three  inches  of 
out-going  web. 

On  a  multicolor  rotogravure  press 
the  entire  web  in  the  press  can  be  sev¬ 
eral  feet  greater  in  length  when  print¬ 
ing  minimum  diameter  cylinders.  Once 
the  web  length  between  printing  units 
for  maximum  and  minimum  diameter 
cylinders  is  known,  it  is  quite  simple  to 
work  out  a  chart  or  table  for  position¬ 
ing  cylinders  of  any  diameter  in  close 
to  exact  pre-printing  register.  Web- 
length  between  units  is  measured  from 
“nip  to  nip”  with  the  impression  rolls 
in  the  down  or  on  position. 

One  type  of  chart  that  can  be  easily 
developed  is  the  “clock”  type  for  indi¬ 
cating  the  position  of  register  mark

engraved  on  each  cylinder.  On  a  seven 
color  press,  the  middle  printing  unit 
#4  could,  for  example,  have  the  regis¬ 
ter  mark  positioned  at  12  with  unit  #3 
at  11:45,  unit  #2  at  11:30  and  unit  #1 
at  11:15.  Unit  #5  might  be  at  12:15, 
#6  at  12:30  and  #7  at  12:45.  The  ac¬ 
tual  clock  figures  to  be  used  would,  of 
course,  have  to  be  developed  for  your 
particular  press  and  a  separate  “clock” 
would  have  to  be  set  up  for  different 
diameter  cylinders. 

Starting  from  the  center  unit  of  the 
press  for  pre-printing  register  position¬ 
ing  is  merely  for  press  set-up  con¬ 
venience.  when  the  press  starts  roll¬ 
ing  on  production  printing  the  electric 
eye  register  controls  take  over,  or  if  it 
is  visual  and  manual  register  control 
then  all  colors  are  registered  to  the 
“key”  cylinder. 


New  Method  of  Mounting 
Rubber  Dies  Cuts  Costs, 
Speeds  Printing  of  Boxes 

The  use  of  direct-drive  air  tackers  to 
mount  rubber  dies  on  30-point  paper 
has  increased  production  speed  and 
reduced  operating  costs  in  printing 
corrugated  boxes  at  the  David  Weber 
Company,  Philadelphia,  corrugated 
fiber  products  maker. 

The  automatic  tackers  in  service  at 
the  plant  were  produced  by  Fastener 
Corporation,  Chicago.  A  different 
tacker  is  employed  for  each  of  the  two 
steps  in  the  operations:  (1)  Mounting 
the  dies  on  the  30-point  paper,  and 
(2)  attaching  the  mounted  die  to  the 
wooden  cylinder  of  a  printing-slotting 
machine.  The  equipment  has  been  in 
use  about  a  year. 

“Use  of  the  Duo-Fast  equipment  has 
made  it  possible  for  us  to  realize  im¬ 
portant  time  savings  by  setting  up  a 


more  efficient  system  of  backing  and 
mounting  our  printing  dies,”  Melvin  I. 
Bricker,  vice-president  of  the  company, 
points  out.  “The  old  glue-mounting 
method  has  been  completely  elimi¬ 
nated.  This  has  considerably  reduced 
the  amount  of  down-time  on  our  ma¬ 
chines.” 

Formerly,  the  dies  were  glued  to  the 
paper  backing,  then  mounted  on  the 
wooden  printing  rolls  hy  means  of 
hand-operated  stapling  guns.  The  glu¬ 
ing  method  was  unsatisfactory  for  a 
number  of  reasons,  according  to  Mr. 
Bricker. 

“Under  our  former  system,  a  lot  of 
valuable  time  was  being  lost,”  he  ex¬ 
plains.  “Gluing  the  rubber  dies  to 
the  paper  proved  painstakingly  slow. 
The  positioning  of  the  dies  was  not  only 
time-consuming,  but  meant  that  our 
machines  would  be  idle  until  the  set¬ 
ting-up  was  finished.  The  result  was 
a  costly  loss  of  time  and  labor.” 

With  the  company’s  new  arrangement, 
the  die  mounter  obtains  the  proper  dies 
from  his  file  and  positions  them  on  a

After  they  leave  the  die  room,  the  paper- 
mounted  dies  are  attached  to  the  wooden 
cylinders  of  printing-slotting  machines  by 
means  of  Duo-Fast  DW  5012  air  tackers 
and  staples.

Formerly,  the  pressmen  had  to  al¬ 
low  time  for  the  glue  to  dry,  before 
setting-up  the  die  on  the  printer-slotter. 
Now,  with  air-driven  tacking,  the  die 
is  ready  for  use  immediately.” 

The  stapling  guns  previously  used 
to  affix  the  paper  to  the  wooden  cylin¬ 
ders  have  been  supplanted  by  the  fast¬ 


er,  more  powerful  Duo-Fast  DM  5012 
air  tackers,  conveniently  positioned  at 
the  side  of  each  machine.  After  obtain¬ 
ing  the  correct  paper-mounted  die 
from  the  die  room,  the  pressmen  utilizes 
the  air-driven  power  of  the  tacker  to 
quickly  and  easily  attach  the  mounted 
die  to  the  cylinder.  In  minutes,  the 
production  line  is  rolling  again. 

Galvanized  staples  are  used  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  ink  from  adhering  to  the 
staple.

“The  easy,  air-driven  applica¬ 
tion  of  the  paper-mounted  die  to  the 
cylinder  permits  swift,  efficient  removal 
that  preserves  the  die  and  reduces  cyl¬ 
inder  marking.” 


Typewritten  Messages 
Are  Important 

Typewritten  messages  from  the  print¬ 
er  to  the  customer  should  look  just  so 
in  order  to  make  the  best  possible  im¬ 
pression  as  to  the  quality  of  work  a 
printer  turns  out. 

Two  things  can  be  done  to  promote 
this.  One  is  to  keep  the  type  clean. 
Press  aU  the  keys  down  and  slip  a  band 
of  bristol  under  the  type  bars  to  protect 
the  felt  pad  they  rest  on  from  getting 
soiled  and  resulting  in  their  sticking  to 
it.  Brush  the  type  with  type  cleaner, 
using  a  nylon  tooth  brush.  On  removing 
the  sheet  of  bristol,  the  type  will  be 
like  new.  When  ordering  a  major  over¬ 
haul,  have  the  vowels  replaced,  which 
bear  the  main  burden  of  wear.

Form  Storage 

Most  printers  keep  small  forms  tied 
with  string  on  a  galley. 

A  better  way  is  to  collect  a  number 
of  covers  of  pasteboard  boxes  of  as¬ 
sorted  sizes.  Write  the  name  of  the 
customer  full  size  on  the  inside  of  the 
cover.  Place  the  covers  on  a  galley  or 
a  flat  surface.  The  sizes  of  the  covers 
used  will  be  in  keeping  with  the  num¬ 
ber  of  tied-up  forms.  This  has  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  quick  identification  of  the 
firm,  since  only  one  firm  is  in  each 
cover.  Also,  more  than  one  cover  can 
be  placed  on  one  galley. 

Use  a  red  crayon  in  a  list  pencil.

Also,  lint,  dust,  and  other 
foreign  matter  may  gather  on  the  im¬ 
pression  cylinder  and  cause  excessive 
pressure  between  stock  and  cylinder, 
resulting  in  blind  spots  after  several 
impressions  are  fed  through. 

Before  feeding  heavy  stock  to  the 
press  blow  out  lint  and  dust  as  the 
heavier  stock  tends  to  knock  loose 
any  foreign  matter  present.

My  “trick”  is  that  when  we 
cut  them  down  to  a  convenient  size 
to  use,  we  always  cut  both  ends  at  an 
angle  so  that  they  are  never  confused 
with  good  spacing  material.  We  keep 
the  6-pt.  and  12-pt.  thick  in  a  shallow 
divided  tray  on  the  stone.

The  biggest  pressrun  in  which  alu¬ 
minum  foil  was  used  as  a  full-page  in¬ 
sert  in  a  newspaper  was  printed  with 
“huge  success”  at  the  South  Side  plant 
of  the  Chicago  Daily  News  August 
19-20. 

More  than  660,000  issues  containing 
the  insert  page  were  distributed  in  the 
zone  sections  of  the  newspaper  on  Au¬ 
gust  22. 

The  insert  is  a  promotional  campaign 
for  Alcoa  Wrap  made  by  Aluminum  Co. 
of  America. 

Previously,  the  foil  was  run  as  an 
insert  in  the  Milwaukee  Sentinel,  where 
the  idea  was  originated,  with  a  press- 
run  of  225,000  and  in  the  Houston 
Chronicle  with  a  pressrun  of  250,000. 

In  the  Chicago  promotion,  the  30- 
inch  wide,  14-inch  diameter  rolls  were 


slit  and  doubled  out,  halving  the  press¬ 
time.  It  was  the  first  time  the  rolls  had 
been  slit. 

The  aluminum  was  fed  between  two 
sheets  of  paper  before  it  hit  the  slitter. 
Press  speed  on  the  new  Goss  Headliner 
presses  was  52,000  issues  an  hour.  By 
doubling  up,  104,000  issues  an  hour  re¬ 
sulted. 

The  400-pound  rolls  of  0.0007-inch 
thick  aluminum  were  specially  made 
up  at  Alcoa’s  plant  at  New  Kensington, 
Pa.  and  shipped  to  Chisago  in  six-to-a- 
box  crates.  Eiach  roll  was  separately 
mounted  to  keep  the  fully  annealed 
metal  from  being  damaged.  The  metal 
was  the  same  soft  foil  commercially 
sold  as  Alcoa  Wrap  and  was  valued  at 
between  three  and  four  cents  per  issue.

the  aluminum.”  the  Daily  News  me¬ 
chanical  supervisor  said.  “We  had  only 
one  break  in  the  aluminum  during  the 
entire  run  while  we  had  the  normal 
quota  of  breaks  in  the  paper.” 

The  Daily  News  and  H.  S.  Abbott, 
Alcoa  field  representative,  set  up  a 
trial  pressrun  in  June  to  see  if  any  spe¬ 
cial  problems  would  present  themselves. 

It  was  then  that  the  mechanical  staff 
suggested  the  aluminum  be  slit  and  be 
fed  into  twice  the  number  of  sections 
in  the  same  period  of  time.  It  was 
feared  the  slitter  would  be  dulled,  but 
the  trial  run  proved  it  was  not  adverse¬ 
ly  affected. 

The  presses,  formally  put  into  opera¬ 
tion  on  December  6,  1956,  are  equipped 
with  the  first  fully  automatic  pilot 
pasters.  Press  speed  is  not  reducefl 
when  it  is  necessary  to  switch  to  a  new 
roll  of  paper. 

This  feature  could  not  be  used  with 
the  aluminum  rolls.  However,  paper 
w'as  automatically  pasted  during  the 
run.  That  meant  the  runs  had  to  be 
stopped  for  pasting  the  aluminum, 
thereby  slowing  up  operations.  One 
roll  of  paper  lasted  about  two  and  one- 
half  times  as  long  as  a  roll  of  aluminum. 

The  same  resin  glue  used  on  paper 


This  special  handbrake  was  devised  so 
the  aluminum  roll  wouldn't  run  ahead 
when  the  presses  were  slowed  down. 
Normally,  the  presses  are  not  stopped 
during  a  run.  They  are  equipped  with 
the  first  fully  automatic  pilot  pasters. 
But  the  automatic  features  of  the  paster 
could  not  be  used  with  the  aluminum 
rolls. 


Dollies  had  to  be  built  up  on  the  paper 
trucks  to  bring  the  aluminum  rolls  high 
enough  to  be  mounted  in  the  spindles 
normally  used  in  the  much  bigger  paper 
rolls.  Foam  rubber  cushions  provided  pro¬ 
tection  against  mutilation  of  the  soft 
aluminum.

rolls  proved  sufiBcient  for  the  alumi¬ 
num. 

Special  adaptations  had  to  be  worked 
out  because  tension  straps  could  not 
be  used.  A  handbrake  was  built  to  ride 
on  the  spindle  controlling  the  alumi¬ 
num  roll  so  that  the  foil  would  not  run 
ahead  when  the  press  was  stopped. 

A  spring  roller  was  installed  to  keep 
tension  up  on  the  sheet  of  foil  during 
emergency  shutdowns.  A  pressman  kept 
close  watch  on  the  tension  of  the  sheet 
at  the  spring  roller  installed  above  the 
paper  pit  and  adjusted  the  handbrake 
as  needed. 

Dollies  built  from  two-by-fours  were 
put  on  the  regular  paper  trucks  and  a 
foam  rubber  cushion  insured  no  dam¬ 
age  to  the  aluminum  in  transit  from 
the  crates  to  the  paper  pits. 

The  unloading  from  the  crates  was 
done  by  a  fork  lift  truck  with  an 
adapter  on  the  unloading  arm. 

Mr.  Abbott,  who  is  moving  to  another 
undisclosed  city  to  set  up  a  similar 
operation  in  another  newspaper,  said 
engineers  in  New  Kensington  hope  to 
develop  a  larger  roll  of  aluminum  to 
use  in  future  campaigns,  thereby  cut¬ 
ting  down  stoppage  time  for  pasting. 

The  original  idea  for  the  full-page 
aluminum  insert  came  from  Howard 
Wheat,  manager  of  general  advertising 
of  the  Milwaukee  Sentinel.  He  pre¬ 
sented  the  idea  to  Alcoa  officials  who 
endorsed  it. 

The  campaign  involves  advance  pro¬ 
motion  features  starting  about  a  week 
or  10  days  in  advance  of  distribution 
and  a  full  page  ad  on  the  page  adjoin¬ 
ing  the  insert  the  day  of  publication. 

Pressruns  on  the  day  of  publication 
are  boosted  to  anticipate  increased  cir¬ 
culation  growing  out  of  the  advance 
promotions. 

Sales  of  Alcoa  Wrap,  according  to 
the  company  officials,  has  been  boosted 
as  much  as  two  or  three  times  in  trade 
areas  of  the  newspapers  as  a  result  of 
the  campaign.
